The  bids  will  be  for  specific  lots  which  will 
be  opened  for  bidding  in  numerical  order.  In  the  event  that 
bids  for  the  same  amount  are  received  for  the  same  lot,  the 
winning  bid  will  be  the  earliest  received.  The  decision  of  the 
Auctioneer  as  to  identity  of  the  winning  bidder  shall  be  final. 
Any  person  submitting  bids  on  behalf  of  a corporation  or  any 
other  entity  agrees  to  be  personally  liable  for  payment  of  the 
purchase  price  and  any  related  charges  as  well  as  responsible 
for  the  performance  of  all  buyer  obligations  under  these 
terms  of  sale.  No  “buy”  or  unlimited  bids  will  be  accepted. 
No  bids  will  be  accepted  from  minors. 

2 American  Numismatic  Rarities,  LLC,  (subsequently 
referred  to  as  ANR)  reserves  the  right  to  postpone  or 
cancel  the  auction  without  notice  in  its  sole  discretion.  Any 
lot  may  be  withdrawn  by  ANR  without  notice  prior  to  it 
being  opened  for  bidding.  Neither  ANR  nor  the  consignor 
shall  be  liable  for  any  costs  or  damages  arising  from  either 
the  withdrawal  of  material  at  the  auction  or  the  delay  or 
cancellation  of  the  auction.

As  the  sale  date  draws  near,  fax  us  your  bids 
anytime  24  hours  a day  [our  fax  number  is  (603) 
569-3875].

Glode  M.  Requa 

Our  consignor  Glocie  M.  Rec]ua,  is  from  a 
long  genealogical  line  in  which  several  ances- 
tors shared  the  unusual  first  name  “Glode.” 
The  fnnily  tradition  is  that  the  name  “Glode” 
originated  when  a scrivener  mistakenly  inserted 
that  name  rather  than  “Claude”  into  some 
colonial-era  New  York  documents. 

One  of  the  first  persons  to  have  the  name 
Glode  Rec]ua  was  born  in  Tarrytown,  N.Y., 
December  9,  1727,  and  is  noted  for  his  service  during  the  American 
Revolution  as  a captain  in  the  1st  Regiment,  Westchester  County  Mi- 
litia. His  service  extended  from  October  23,  1776,  to  June  16,  1778. 
He  is  a direct  ancestor  of  our  consignor,  who  still  owns  a “Brown  Bess” 
musket  which  was  once  used  by  his  18th-century  namesake. 

Our  consignor  describes  himself  as  “88  years  young.”  He  is  a life- 
long resident  of  New  York  state,  and  lives  in  the  home  in  which  he 
was  born.  During  his  adult  life  he  occupied  his  time  during  the  sum- 
mer months  operating  a picturesque  100-acre  picnic  grounds  named 
“Requa  Lake.”  The  lake  was  very  popular  with  the  public,  and  had  as 
many  as  5,000  members  in  any  given  year.  He  also  managed  his  family 
farm,  a concern  that  involved  the  cultivation  of  many  acres  of  peach 
groves  and  tomato  fields. 

When  not  occupied  with  his  farm  and  picnic  grounds,  he  took  en- 
joyment m running  an  antiques  dealership  that  specialized  in  fire  arms 
and  early  American  items.  He  is  credited  with  having  been  one  of  the 
foremost  dealers  of  antique  fire  arms  in  the  United  States. 

Our  consignor’s  recreational  interests  included  local  prehistory.  He 
participated  in  an  archeological  excavation  of  an  important  Indian  site 
in  Monsey,  NY.  The  site  had  been  occupied  from  about  the  year  1000 
A.D.  to  the  late  1300s.  Boxes  of  arrowheads  and  other  stone  tools 
together  with  pottery  shards  were  recovered  in  the  excavation. 

Our  consignor’s  collecting  interests  are  both  eclectic  and  sophisti- 
cated with  a constant  attention  to  both  quality  and  historical  importance. 
He  started  his  numismatic  collection  as  a child,  something  that  was 
prompted  when  his  grandmother  presented  him  with  a New  jersey 
copper  as  a gift.  This  gift  was  prescient  as  our  consignor’s  specialty 
focused  on  colonials  and  early  Federal  issues. 

In  addition  to  coins,  our  consignor  has  also  enjoyed  collecting 
stamps,  antique  fire  arms,  powder  horns,  and  American  Indian  items. 
Of  particular  note,  was  his  acquisition  of  a cased  pair  of  9”-barrel  Texas 
Paterson  Colts  in  Mint  Condition.  This  million-dollar  set  ranks  among 
the  finest  ofits  type,  and  now  resides  in  the  Colt  Museum  in  Hartford, 
Connecticut. 

Highlights  from  the  Glode  M.  Requa  Collection  offered  in  the 
present  sale  include  a nice  group  of  1652  Oak  Tree  and  Pine  Tree 
shillings  from  Massachusetts;  several  of  which  were  acquired  from  the 


famous  Stearns  Collection  offered  by  Mayflower  Coin  Auctions  back 
in  December  1966. 

These  pieces  are  certain  to  attract  keen  bidder  attention  not  only 
because  of  their  outstanding  quality,  but  also  because  several  of  them 
have  been  off  the  market  for  nearly  40  years.  Another  group  of  coins 
certain  to  attract  the  attention  of  serious  buyers  is  a selection  of  early 
eagles  highlighted  by  a 1796  in  AU-58,  1797  in  AU-53,  1798/7  in  AU- 
55, 1799  in  MS-62,  and  1804  in  AU-55.  Early  American  specialists  will 
be  pleased  to  have  the  opportunity  to  bid  on  a scarce  1776  Continental 
Currency  dollar,  Newman  1C. 


Lester  L.  Lovegrove 

Lester  L.  Lovegrove  was  born  in  York, 

Pennsylvania  in  1908  and  moved  to  Flint, 

Michigan  when  he  was  very  young  and  he 
resided  there  for  his  lifetime.  He  was  the 
proprietor  of  Lovegrove  Wholesale  which 
distributed  drugstore  sundries  and  hobby 
supplies  throughout  Michigan,  Indiana,  and 
Ohio.  His  business  was  very  lucrative  and  so 
Mr.  Lovegrove  had  ample  means  to  pursue  his 
numismatic  interests. 

Lester  was  actively  involved  in  numismatics  in  his  home  state  of 
Michigan  for  several  decades  and  is  credited  by  his  family  with  a role 
in  the  establishment  of  several  coin  clubs  in  the  area,  where  he  enjoyed 
instructing  young  people  about  numismatic  topics.  Like  many  other 
collectors  of  his  era,  in  his  later  life,  Lovegrove  was  skeptical  about 
the  third  party  grading  services.  A close  family  member  remembers 
his  instruction  to  his  young  collectors:  “You  are  holding  a piece  of 
American  history  in  your  hand.  Hold  the  coin  carefully  by  the  edge, 
learn  everything  you  can  about  the  coin  and  learn  how  to  grade  so  you 
can  value  it  appropriately.” 

Lester’s  numismatic  interests  were  wide  and  varied  and  were  focused 
primarily  on  Indian  cents,  half  dollars  and  commemoratives,  both  silver 
and  gold,  with  an  emphasis  on  the  acquisition  of  quality  proof  and  un- 
circulated specimens.  Highlights  in  the  complete  Indian  cent  collection 
include  high-grade  exanrples  of  the  1864-L  and  1877.  In  the  halt  dollar 
series,  our  personal  favorite  in  a 1794,  first  year  ot  issue,  graded  VG- 10. 
So  much  attention  today  is  given  over  to  an  emphasis  on  MS-65,  66 
and  67  that  we  forget  there  is  much  history,  artistic  achievement,  and 
romance  associated  with  early  issue  circulated  coins.  The  1794,  offered 
from  this  collection,  is  an  absolutely  perfect,  affordable,  circulated 
specimen  that  wiO  see  much  bidding  interest.  Other  half  dollars  include 
an  1849  and  1867,  both  grading  MS-64,  and  examples  of  1895,  1897, 
1898,  and  1899,  all  grading  Proof-65,  and  many  more  notable  examples 
as  well.  Commemorative  highlights  include  a complete  set  with  all  of 
the  varieties  with  a 1922  Grant  with  Star  and  a 1904  Lewis  and  Clark 
highlighting  the  gold  issues.

Colonial  coins  commence  with  a 1652  Massachusetts  Pine 
Tree  shilling,  Variety  N-1,  which  Guide  Book  of  United  States 
Coins  Editor  Kenneth  E.  Bressett  once  stated  was  the  definitive 
American  numismatic  item.  The  late  Louis  E.  Eliasberg  felt 
the  same  way,  and  this  particular  variety  in  his  collection  was  a 
showpiece.  Other  Massachusetts  silver  is  pedigreed  to  the  C.H. 
Stearns  Collection  formed  generations  ago.  Then  to  the  Requa 
Collection,  then  to  present  day  bidders.  No  doubt  the  other 
Colonial  coins  will  surprise  and  delight. 

Among  half  cents  the  1795  C-6a  was  struck  on  a 1794  half 
dollar  striking  in  copper  (Judd- 17),  which  was  cut  down  for  use 


as  a planchet.  Discovered  during  our  cataloguing 
ot  the  coin,  this  specimen  was  hitherto  unpub- 
lished and  comes  to  us  from  an  old  New  England 
collection.  An  1802  half  cent,  rare  in  any  form, 
was  struck  on  a planchet  cut  down  from  an  error 
striking  of  a large  copper  cent,  again  fascinating. 
Among  copper  cents  the  Mint  State  examples  of 
1824  will  create  attention,  this  particular  date  being 
very  elusive  at  this  level.  Then  follow  interesting 
small  cents,  beginning  with  the  ever-popular  1856 
Flying  Eagle. 

Nickel  five-cent  pieces  include  Shield  and  Liberty  types,  fol- 
lowed by  an  especially  choice  offering  of  Buffalo  issues,  with  the 
striking  quality  of  many  of  the  pieces  being  significantly  finer  than 
usually  seen.  Among  early  silver  we  mention  the  famous  1792  half 
dimes,  a choice  Uncirculated  1796  dime,  a fantastic,  and  indeed 
remarkable  Proof  1825/3,  a selection  of  early  half  dollars,  and  many 
early  silver  dollars.  Grades  as  well  as  market  values  are  diverse, 
presenting  coins  for  every  numismatic  inclination  and  budget. 

Among  later  silver  coins,  a seldom  seen  Mint  State  1859-S 
dime  will  create  interest,  a 1942/1 -D  overdate  dime  in  superb 
gem  grade  and  well  struck  will  attract  many  buyers.  Liberty 
Seated  and  Barber  coins  include  many  high-grade  pieces.  Ditto 
for  Mercury  dimes.  Standing  Liberty  quarters,  and  Liberty  Walk- 
ing half  dollars. 

Silver  dollars,  nearly  always  occupying  a nice  section  of  our 
sales  and  important  as  the  most  widely  collected  19th-century 
series,  are  presented  in  spades.  Scarce  Carson  City  coins  will  cross 
the  block,  as  will  the  classic  Proof-only  1895,  plus  many  affordable 
popular  issues  in  both  the  Morgan  and  Peace  series.  A number  of 
interesting  trade  dollars  are  included  for  good  measure. 

Gold  coins  come  into  focus  with  interesting  and  desirable 
pieces  from  dollars  to  double  eagles.  No  doubt  the  recently  pub- 
lished Encyclopedia  ofU.S.  Gold  Coins  1795-1933,  by  Jeff  Garrett 
and  Ron  Guth,  issued  by  Whitman,  will  spur  interest  in  these 
even  further  once  the  book  enters  wide  circulation.  Specialists 
will  pay  particular  attention  to  a choice  Mint  State  1856-S  quarter 
eagle.  Where  could  you  find  another?  Mint  State  examples  ot 
1841-C,  1849-D,  and  1875-S  join  other  desirable  pieces  ot  this 
denomination,  including  a superb  gem  Satin  Finish  Proot  1909. 
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Early  eagles  include  a beautiful  1796  tracing  its  pedigree  to 
Stack’s  sale  of  the  Davis-Graves  Collection  way  back  in  1954, 
kept  in  good  company  with  other  issues  in  high  grades,  conclud- 
ing with  the  elusive  and  well  known  1804.  Among  later  eagles 
an  1890  Proof  is  important. 

Double  eagles  are  one  of  the  most  enthusiastically  collected 
gold  denominations,  particularly  since  the  distribution  of  the 
treasures  from  the  S.S.  Central  America  (lost  at  .sea  in  1857), 
S.S.  Brother  Jonathan  (lost  in  July  1865),  and  the  S.S.  Republic 
(lost  in  October  1865).  We  are  all  fortunate  that  treasures  from 
these  three  ships  have  come  to  market  in  the  past  decade,  a 
completely  unprecedented  situation  that  will  never  be  repeated 
again.  In  this  sale,  several  1857-S  twenties  are  from  the  Central 
America,  the  greatest  single  treasure  of  all  time.  Other  double 
eagles  include  a remarkable  Mint  State  1905,  the  ever  popular 
MCMVII  (1907)  High  Relief,  and  a remarkable  run  of  later 
Saint-Gaudens  issues  in  high  grades,  many  if  not  most  of  which 
are  among  the  finest  certified. 

Other  numismatic  specialties  include  rare  pattern  coins;  a 
very  nice  selection  of  territorial  and  private  gold  coins  includ- 
ing Bechtler  gold  dollars,  a Norris,  Gregg  N Norris  $5,  and  a 
United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold  S20.  Commemorative  coins 
include  both  silver  and  gold  issues  in  high  grade. 

While  I hope  you  will  participate  in  our  sale  of  the  Glode 
M.  Requa  Collection,  perhaps  you  are  not  a buyer,  but  are 
contemplating  selling.  If  so,  let  us  do  for  you  what  we  have 
done  for  so  many  others  over  the  years.

VF-35.  71.5  grains.  25.5  mm.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  nice, 
rich  silver  gray,  with  a touch  of  lighter  golden  gray  on  tlie  high 
points,  particularly  the  tree  at  the  center  of  the  obverse  and  the 
denomination  and  date  in  the  center  of  the  reverse.  The  tree  is 
typically  soft  on  most  branches  in  the  center,  although  those  at 
the  top  are  sharper,  but  the  trunk,  branches,  root  structure,  and 
individual  spines  can  be  seen  without  the  aid  of  magniheation. 
The  peripheral  legend  is  a little  soft  at  lower  left  and  central  left, 
but  is  fully  legible,  nonetheless.  The  central  beaded  border  is 
indistinct  at  the  base,  but  most  of  the  individual  dots  can  be  made 
out  without  the  aid  of  magnification.  The  reverse,  as  expected,  is 
much  sharper  than  the  obverse.  The  date  and  denomination  in  the 
center  are  clear  and  bold,  all  the  letters  in  the  peripheral  legend 
NEW  ENGLAND:  AN  ☆ are  mostly  on  flan  and  fully  legible. 


Both  sides  are  well  centered,  with  most  of  the  letters  in  the  legends 
fully  on  flan.  There  are  a couple  of  light  marks  on  the  obverse  and 
a small  patch  of  brighter  silver  on  the  reverse  at  lower  left  from  an 
old  rubbing,  but  otherwise  the  piece  is  quite  nice  for  the  grade. 
Struck  from  the  unbroken  state  of  the  reverse  die.

Both  sides  are  toned  in  a combination 
of  light  and  medium  silver  gray.  The  tree  is  somewhat  soft  in  the 
center  on  the  obverse  and  the  letters  around  the  bottom  of  this  side 
are  soft  as  well,  due  principally  to  the  state  of  the  die.  Elsewhere, 
the  letters  in  the  legend  around  are  sharp,  the  central  beaded  bor- 
der is  mostly  outlined,  and  considerable  detail  can  be  seen  in  the 
higher  branches  of  the  tree,  portions  ot  its  trunk,  and  even  its  root 
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striicture.  The  reverse,  typieal  for  an  Oak  Tree  shilling,  is  much 
sharper  than  the  obverse,  with  all  letters  in  the  peripheral  legend 
clear,  denomination  and  date  bold,  and  central  beaded  border  fully 
complete.  Struck  slightly  off  center  on  both  sides  on  an  elongated 
planchet,  making  this  one  of  the  tallest  Noe-4  Oak  Tree  shillings 
seen.  The  surtaces  are  a little  rough  in  places,  particularly  around  the 
periphery  on  obverse  and  reverse,  but  this  is  rather  trivial  compared 
to  the  unusual  size  of  the  piece.  This  was  the  Stearns  coin,  Lot  19, 
described  at  the  time  as:  “This  specimen  is  almost  a duplicate  of 
the  N-4  pictured  m Noe  except  the  Stearns  example  has  a slightly 
broader  and  more  elongated  planchet.  Obverse  legend  extremely 
bold.  Tree  mostly  sharp  and  clear.  All  reverse  features  are  very  strong 
and  clear.”  The  piece  sold  for  $300  on  an  estimate  of  $400.

$450  in  that  sale,  it  sold  for  $325.

A remarkable  example  of  this  rare 
Oak  Tree  shilling  variety.  Graded  Uncirculated  in  the  Stearns  sale, 
the  cataloguer  completely  agrees  with  that  assessment.  The  obverse 
and  reverse  both  still  show  some  spectacular  iridescent  mint  lustre, 
, mostly  at  the  top  on  the  former  but  across  much  of  the  surface  on 

the  latter.  Struck  from  a quite  late  state  ofboth  dies,  with  consequent 
loss  of  sharpness  in  places.  Nearly  full  tree,  with  just  the  very  top 
branches  soft,  root  structure  intact.  Central  beaded  border  of  dots 
complete,  save  for  upper  left,  where  it  has  been  obliterated  by  the 
die  failure.  Obverse  legend  incomplete,  IN  ☆ MAS  VSETS  ☆ 
legible,  letters  at  top  left  illegible,  due  to  die  failure.  The  reverse,

A second  example  of  this  rare 
variety.  Both  sides  are  nice,  fairly  even  medium  silver  gray.  There 
are  one  or  two  areas  of  darker  color,  principally  around  the  obverse 
periphery.  On  the  front  the  tree  is  a little  soft  at  the  top,  with  some 
branches  there  indistinct,  but  the  trunk  is  bold,  the  root  structure 
is  clear,  and  most  branches  below  the  center  are  sharp.  Peripheral 
legend  around  IN.MASATHVSETS  is  sharp  and  complete  save 
for  the  H,  which  has  suffered  a small  hit  at  some  time.  The  central 
beaded  circle  is  mostly  complete  save  for  the  very  top,  where  it  is 
a bit  soft.

complete  save  for  the  top,  and  almost  all  of  the  outer  beaded  border 
is  present  as  well.  As  described  by  the  Stearns’  cataloguer,  the  piece 
IS  remarkably  well  centered  on  both  sides.  There  are  a few  light 
marks,  principally  on  the  reverse,  but  none  affect  the  desirability 
of  this  piece.  From  an  earlier  state  ot  both  dies  than  seen  on  the 
preceding,  and  somewhat  earlier  than  seen  on  the  Ford  example 
(the  only  other  one  offered  recently).  It  appears  that  these  dies 
were  rolled  together  without  an  intervening  planchet  and  at  an 
improper  interval  setting,  causing  damage  to  both  and  accounting 
for  the  evident  rarity.  From  the  Stearns  Collection,  Lot  33,  there 
described  as:  “A  very  handsome,  fully  round  specimen,  struck  on 
center,  all  features  of  both  sides  are  clear  to  very  strong.”  The  piece 
realized  $250  on  a $350  estimate.

There  is  still  no  universally  agreed  upon  understanding  of  the  origin  and 
purpose  of  the  Continental  Currency  dollars  struck  in  pewter.  While  it  ap- 
pears fairly  clear  that  those  struck  in  silver  would  have  done  duty  as  dollars, 
and  those  struck  in  a brassy  combination  might  have  passed  as  a penny  or  some 
equivalent  on  a New  York  standard  (although  even  this  has  been  disputed  by 
at  least  one  expert),  the  original  purpose  for  striking  the  issue  in  pewter  has 
never  been  explained  and  may  never  be.  There  is,  unfortunately,  a complete 
lack  of  documentation  about  this  issue,  no  references  to  it  have  ever  been 
discovered  in  contemporary  hterature,  save  for  some  ambiguous  and  obscure 
references  found  in  the  British  press.  The  most  recent  theory,  put  forward  by 
one  researcher  in  the  field,  suggests  that  the  pewter  pieces  may  have  been  in 
the  form  of  necessity  money,  struck  when  there  was  no  longer  any  silver  in  the 
colonies,  the  shipments  from  France  not  having  yet  arrived,  but  the  currency 
needs  stiU  pressing  for  a local  coinage  to  supply  Revolutionary  needs.  However, 
this  theory  has  not  been  tested,  and  probably  will  never  be,  considering  the 
dearth  of  contemporary  documentation  about  coinage  matters  in  New  York 
(where  this  issue  was  believed  to  have  been  struck)  in  the  summer  of  1776.

There  can  be  no  quibbling  about  the  fitness  of  a 1792  half  dime 
for  a standard  Federal  type  set  or  collection  of  U.S.  Mint  issues. 
Though  not  physically  struck  at  the  First  U.S.  Mint,  which  was 
as-yet  unfinished  in  the  early  summer  of  1792  when  these  were 
struck,  this  piece  was  undoubtedly  coined  for  circulation  purposes 
as  authorized  by  the  Mint  Act.  Jefferson  accepted  receipt  of  all 
1,500  pieces,  including  this  one.  George  Washington  in  his  fourth 
annual  message  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  November  6, 
1792,  in  Philadelphia  (then  the  seat  of  the  Federal  government) 
noted  in  part: 

“In  execution  of  the  authority  given  by  the  legislature,  measures 
have  been  taken  for  engaging  some  artists  from  abroad  to  aid  in  the 
establishment  of  our  mint.  Others  have  been  employed  at  home, 
provisions  have  been  made  for  the  requisite  buildings,  and  they 
are  now  being  put  in  the  proper  condition  for  the  purposes  of  the 
establishment.  There  has  been  a small  beginning  in  the  coinage  of 
half-dismes,  the  want  of  small  coins  in  circulation  calling  the  hrst 
attention  to  them.”  It  would  be  easy  to  support  the  claim  that  there 
is  no  more  historic  U.S.  coin! 

The  present  example  showcases  good  sharpness  and  visual  ap- 
peal, and  its  flaws  are  not  significant  enough  to  interrupt  cither,  or 
to  keep  the  piece  from  being  certified.  Any  collector  who  seeks  a 
1792  half  disme  would  love  to  own  this  one,  which  undoubtedly  has 
many  stories  to  tell  beyond  the  narrative  ofits  trip  amongjefferson’s 
baggage  in  the  summer  of  1792.

An  Important  Rarity,  Struck  on  Copper  1794  0-106 
One  of  Four  Known

strike on  a Judd-17  1794  half  dollar  die  trial.  F-12,  sharpness 
of  F-15,  thin  diagonal  scratch  on  obverse.  85.3  grams.  A highly 
important  new  discovery,  consigned  to  ANR  unattributed  but 
recognized  as  a rarity  vital  to  both  pattern  and  half  cent  specialists. 
As  with  the  piece  we  discovered  and  sold  in  our  June  2004  Medio 
sale  (Lot  2081  at  $13,800),  this  Cohen-6a  is  struck  on  a cut-down 
copper  die  trial  from  dies  for  a 1794  half  do  liar.  This  piece,  however, 
shows  a full  bold  date  from  the  underU-pe,  marking  it  as  perhaps  the 
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best  of  tile  four  known  half  cents  struck  on  copper  1794  half 
dollar  die  trials.  Two  intact  1794  copper  half  dollar  die  trials  are 
known,  catalogued  as  Judd- 17,  but  both  are  impounded:  a low  grade 
piece  struck  from  the  O- 109  dies  in  the  collection  of  the  Smithson- 
ian Institution  and  a high  quality  piece  from  the  same  dies  recently 
found  in  the  Vienna  Kunsthistorisches  Museum.  The  other  four 
examples  knowai  were  all  used  as  hosts  for  1795  half  cents;  each  of 
these  half  cents  is  in  VG-Fine  grade  overall  and  most  show  more 
reverse  underU’pe  than  evidence  of  the  obverse. 

The  present  specimen  is  a very  nice  example,  with  good  me- 
dium brown  color  and  lighter  golden  tan  in  areas  of  the  fields.  The 
sharpness  is  excellent  and  even  on  the  host  coin.  A thin  diagonal 
scratch  runs  from  the  cap  through  95  of  the  date,  appearing  raised 
but  reallyjust  left  by  a sharp  utensil  then  worn.  Some  other  scattered 
marks  are  seen,  consistent  with  the  level  of  wear. 

The  undertype  is  especially  bold  on  this  new  discovery,  making 
it  perhaps  the  most  important  of  the  four  half  cents  now  known.  The 
full  1794  date  is  easily  seen  in  the  right  obverse  field,  near  the  rim 
in  a vertical  position.  Star  15  is  seen  in  the  field  in  front  ofLiberty’s 
nose  while  star  14  is  plain  around  Y of  LIBERTY.  Liberty’s  eye  is 
easily  seen  behind  the  cap  on  the  half  cent.  On  the  reverse,  TES  of 
STATES  from  the  half  dollar  can  be  seen  between  Of  AMERICA 
on  the  half  cent,  with  plentiful  leaves  from  the  wreath,  portions 
of  the  eagle,  and  some  letters  able  to  be  made  out  nearby.  Enough 
detail  remains  from  the  host  half  dollar  striking  that  the  dies  may 
be  easily  attributed  as  Overton-106,  apparently  the  first  copper 
striking  from  these  half  dollar  dies  known.  Thus,  this  under- 
type deserves  a new  Pollock  numerical  listing  and  a separate  entry 
on  uspattems.com.  That  website  enumerates  the  known  1794  copper 
half  dollar  die  trials  as  follows: 

Overton- 10 1.  Cut  down  and  used  as  a 1795  C-6a  planchet.  Sold 
in  Superior’s  sale  of  September  2003. 

Overton-104.  Cut  down  and  used  as  a 1795  C-6a  planchet. 
Noted  in  Breen. 

Overton-105.  Two  are  known,  but  cut  down  and  used  as 
planchets  for  1795  C-6a,  including  the  piece  sold  in  our  June 
2004  Medio  sale. 

Overton- 109.  Two  are  known,  both  intact  and  impounded, 
thus  forever  off  the  market. 

Additionally,  there  is  a 1795  C-6a  known  struck  on  a cut-down 
1795  0-117  half  dollar  (Judd-22).  Sold  in  1974  as  part  of  the  Ruby 
Collection. 

We  also  note  that  1794  half  dollars  were  not  the  only  set-up 
pieces  struck  in  copper:  two  1794  dollars  (Judd-18  and  Judd-19, 
the  latter  in  the  Smithsonian)  are  known  in  copper,  a single  1794 
“half  disme”  (Judd-14,  in  the  Smithsonian)  is  known  in  copper, 
and  two  1794  half  dimes  (Judd- 15  with  reeded  edge,Judd-16  with 
plain  edge).  All  of  these  copper  1794  patterns  are  extremely  rare, 
indeed,  Judd-14,  Judd-16,  Judd-18,  and  Judd-19  are  all  unique! 
OnlyJudd-15,  Judd-16,  cut  down  specimens  ofJudd-17  (as  here), 
and  Judd- 18  can  ever  be  owned  by  private  collectors.  Indeed,  for 
pattern  collectors,  the  present  discovery  should  be  considered 
the  finest  available  Judd-17  and  the  most  detailed  striking 
from  this  Judd  number  in  private  hands.  Of  course,  for  the 
completist,  it  is  also  the  only  Overton-106  die  trial  known  and  thus 
is  unique  in  the  Bollock  numbering  system.  Beyond  its  rarity,  the 
story  it  tells  about  the  early  attempts  at  coining  precious  metal  by 
the  Philadelphia  Mint,  as  well  as  the  efforts  to  save  money  and  keep 
the  Mint’s  doors  open,  is  a very  important  chapter  in  Mint  history. 
The  desirable  aspects  of  this  coin  are  many,  and  we  are  delighted  to 
be  the  first  to  offer  it  to  the  modern  collecting  public.

The  colors  remain  endlessly  varied  amidst  the  highly  lustrous 
brown  surfaces,  and  the  fields  are  still  immaculate.

The  visual  appeal  is  superb,  and  we  agree  more  with  Breen’s  MS-

Such  pieces  had  been  generally  hoarded  by  the  pubUc  since  spring  1862, 
and  except  for  a short-time  release  in  1873,  all  silver  issues  remained  scarce  in 
circulation  and  actually  sold  for  a premium  in  comparison  to  paper  money. 
As  ot  April  20,  1876,  large  quantities  ot  newly  minted  as  well  as  long-stored 
silver  coins  were  released  into  circulation,  anticipating  a tremendous  demand 
for  them.  Large  quantities  were  produced  in  this  year  and  also  for  the  next 
two.  However,  by  1879  there  was  a glut  of  dimes,  quarters,  and  half  dollars  in 
banking  circles  as  well  as  Treasury  vaults.  Mintages  were  cut  back  dramatically. 
It  was  thought  that  no  circulation  strikes  would  be  needed  at  all,  except  that 
A.  Loudon  Snowden  felt  that  to  omit  regular  coinage  would  simply  create 
numismatic  rarities,  so  he  mandated  that  small  numbers  be  struck  each  year. 
In  the  dime  series  this  particularly  applied  to  1879  through  1880,  while  in 
the  quarter  series  the  low  production  lasted  for  a longer  period  of  time.  In 
the  half  dollar  series  it  was  continuous  for  the  decade  after  1879,  and  for  a 
couple  years  past  then.

The  consignor  of  this  and  a number  of  the  early  dollars  which  were 
explained  with  qualifications  bought  them  as  nruch  higher  grades,  probably 
at  bargain  prices.  The  present  coin  was  graded  About  Uncirculated.  In  nu- 
mismatics as  in  just  about  any  other  walk  of  life,  you  get  exactly  what  you  pay 
for.  The  late  Lee  F.  Hewitt,  founder  and  editor  of  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook 
Magazine,  said  “There  is  no  Santa  Claus  in  numismatics.” 

This  concept  is  very  difficult  for  newcomers  to  understand,  who  believe 
that  coins  advertised  as  AU,  Gem,  or  whatever  in  even  leading  numismatic 
publications  have  been,  somehow,  approved  by  the  publishers  of  those  peri- 
odicals. This  is  not  the  case,  any  more  than  the  New  York  Times  checks  out  used 
automobiles  advertised  in  its  columns.

Moreover,  just  because 
a coin  is  advertised  as  “About  Uncirculated,”  as  seemingly  happened  with 
the  present  piece,  it  does  not  make  it  About  Uncirculated,  as  will  be  quickly 
learned  when  time  comes  to  sell.  In  a related  context,  Abraham  Lincoln  said 
if  you  call  a cow  a horse,  it  is  still  a cow.

Researcher 
Henry  T.  Hettger  laid  the  matter  to  rest  a few  years  ago,  presenting 
evidence  that  the  Mint  record  is  incorrect  and  referred  to  earlier 
dated  pieces. 

Of  the  880  struck,  probably  no  more  than  600  to  700  survive 
today.  This  number  is  so  small  that  only  one  Morgan  dollar  specialist 
in  several  hundred  will  ever  own  an  1895.

Over  the  years  it  has  been  proven  that  those 
who  bnv  in  "down”  periods  of  a coin  cycle  make  better  buys  than  those  who 
capture  the  excitement  of  the  moment  and  chase  after  series  that  are  in  the 
limelight.  In  time,  most  series  rise  and  fall,  although  the  general  trend  over  a 
long  period  of  time  is  upward.  It  is  sometimes  difficult  to  envision  that  there 
are  cycles  and  trends  at  all,  for  this  aspect  seems  rather  strange  to  someone 
not  steeped  in  numismatic  history.  However,  it  you  were  to  go  back  to  100 
years  .igo  in  1906,  more  people  would  be  desiring  encased  postage  stamps  and 
store  cards  (commercial  tokens)  than  would  be  collecting  Morgan  silver  dol- 
lars!

Part  II 


Welcome  to  the  second  offering  of  treasures  from  the  archives  of  American 
i Bank  Note  Company  (ABNCo).  Our  premiere  sale  in  August  was  a great 
success.  The  present  listing  is  even  more  extensive  as  we  hit  our  stride  in  the 
classification,  photography,  and  research  for  these  items.  While  our  entire  team 
is  involved,  John  Pack,  Susan  Novak,  and  Dave  Bowers  have  done  most  of  the 
cataloguing,  with  a nod  of  appreciation  to  the  many  bank  note  researchers  and 
specialists  who  have  contributed  suggestions. 

Formed  in  1858  by  a consolidation  of  seven  major  engraving  and  printing 
firms,  ABNCo  went  on  to  dominate  the  security  printing  business  worldwide. 

I From  1858  until  the  twilight  of  the  issuance  of  currency  by  state-chartered 
banks  in  the  tnid-1860s,  the  firm  produced  bills  for  banks  all  across  the  United 
I States.  Often  this  was  done  by  taking  plates  from  the  firms  that  comprised 
ABNCo  in  1858,  adding  the  ABNCo  monogram,  and  printing  new  versions. 
In  addition,  the  firm  produced  Federal  currency  for  the  United  States  govern- 
ment from  1861  through  the  1870s,  postage  stamps  for  many  years,  and  count- 
less security  documents  for  banks,  governments,  and  other  institutions. 

It  was  the  firm’s  policy  to  retain  the  printing  plates  and  related  equipment. 
Year  by  year,  generation  by  generation,  a vast  trove  of  wonderful  artifacts  grew 
, as  new  things  were  added.  By  2003,  when  we  first  visited  American  Bank 
Note  Company  and  examined  certain  of  the  items,  there  were  thousands  of 
;i  vignette  dies,  many  cylinder  dies,  and  hundreds  of  bank  note  printing  plates,  in 
I addition  to  other  items.  In  2005  the  highlights  of  this  were  consigned  byjohn 
1 Albanese  and  Steve  Blum  to  American  Numismatic  Rarities  to  study,  evalu- 
i;  ate,  and  showcase  for  auction  presentation.  As  part  of  the  program,  Q.  David 
n Bowers’  book.  Obsolete  Currency  Issued  by  Bunks  1782-1866,  was  completed 
1 (the  project  had  been  underway  for  many  years),  and  as  these  words  are  being 
written  it  is  in  press,  scheduled  to  be  distributed  in  late  autumn  by  Whitman 
i Publishing,  LLC.  Comprising  over  600  pages  and  hundreds  of  illustrations, 
r this  will  tell  the  story  of  bank  note  printing  and  engraving  in  America,  along 

1 with  the  banks  that  distributed  them,  financial  booms  and  recessions,  the 
j American  scene,  and  more — “equal  to  a university  course  in  the  subject,” 

2 according  to  Mary  Counts,  president  of  Whitman. 

Items  Offered 

The  present  sale  offers  a wide  variety  of  ABNCo  treasures.  Generally  they 
1 are  divided  as  follows: 

• Vignette  dies:  Rectangular  plates  of  hardened  steel  in  which  scenes,  lettering, 

1 and  designs  are  engraved.  While  there  are  exceptions,  many  of  these  range  in  ap- 
I proximate  size  from  a playing  card  to  a postcard,  some  going  up  to  letterhead  size, 
i The  lettering  and  details  on  these  are  in  mirror  image,  so  that  when  impressions 
1 were  taken  from  them  they  would  appear  in  the  proper  orientation. 

. Many  of  these  vignette  dies  date  from  the  antecedent  firms  that  comprised 

i ABNCo  in  the  1858  merger,  and  have  remained  intact  and  unused  ever  since! 
i Others  date  from  a later  period  and  include  scenes  for  currency  and  security 
i printing,  among  which  are  stock  certificates  of  certain  companies  whose  names 
1 are  recognizable  today.  The  rectangular  plates  are  ideal  for  display,  could  be  easily 
i mounted  on  a walnut  plaque  as  an  office  decoration,  or  can  simply  be  enjoyed  as 
I collectibles.  Very  rarely  has  even  a single  vignette  die  been  offered  for  auction. 

The  ABNCo  Archives  are  like  opening  Ali  Baba’s  cave — revealing  a treasure 
) trove  of  which  there  never  has  been  an  equivalent  or  will  there  be  again. 

• Bank  note  printing  plates:  These  plates,  usually  of  four  subjects,  but  sometimes 
I one  or  two,  were  used  to  print  currency  for  state-chartered  banks  in  the  early  19th 

r century.  Each  plate  has  the  name  of  the  bank,  location,  denomination,  designs, 
and  other  details,  as  well  as  the  name  of  the  engraving  company  that  created 
it,  such  as  Rawdon,  Wright,  Hatch  & Edson,  New  York,  or  one  or  another  ot 
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the  other  firms  that  was  merged  to  form  ABNCo  in  1858.  Plates  used  to  make 
limited  runs  of  currency,  generally  up  to  5,000  impressions,  were  often  made 
in  copper.  Those  intended  for  longer  runs  (but  not  always  used  for  such)  were 
made  in  hardened  steel. 

Many  of  the  bank  note  plates  we  offer  are  in  pristine  condition,  having  been 
carefully  wrapped  in  heavy  paper  and  put  away  for  generations,  some  from  before 
the  ABNCo  merger  in  1858. 

Each  plate  is  cross  referenced  to  James  A.  Haxby’s  Obsolete  Paper  Money  of  the 
United  States  1782-1866,  issued  in  four  volumes  by  Krause  Publications,  1988. 

There  are  many  plates  of  subjects  unknown  to  James  Haxby,  and  these  are  de- 
scribed in  detail  and  illustrated  for  the  benefit  of  future  historians. 

Relatively  few  printing  plates  have  ever  reached  tire  collectors’  market,  but 
when  such  occasions  occurred,  there  has  been  a lot  of  interest.  Now  and  again 
old  plates  have  been  used  to  issue  reprints,  profitably,  as  in  the  case  of  R.M. 
Smythe  and  Company  which  produced  25  impressions  from  a four-subject 
bank  note  plate  ot  the  Bank  of  Mount  Pleasant,  Ohio,  “reprinted  by  Smythe  as 
a presentation  to  valued  clients  in  1990. . . . The  notes  are  stamped  and  numbered 
on  the  verso  in  accordance  with  the  Hobby  Protection  Act”  which  is  offered 
in  the  July  2006  catalogue  of  the  Herb  and  Martha  Schingoethe  catalogue  as 
Lot  1249.  The  Anrerican  Bank  Note  Company  itself  reprinted  some  notes  in 
the  1980s  in  particular,  which  occasionally  come  on  the  market  today,  usually 
described  as  “proprietary  proofs,”  or  proofs  made  by  the  owner  of  the  bank  note 
plates;  some  bear  modern  markings,  while  others  do  not. 

No  representation  or  warranty  is  made  of  any  kind  as  to  the  suitability  or 
desirability  of  any  plate  for  future  reprinting,  except  to  add  the  suggestion  that 
unlike  prior  reprintings,  it  would  be  good  form  to  stamp  on  the  back  of  each  note 
that  it  is  a modern  proof,  or  whatever  term,  to  avoid  modern  proofs  from  being 
sold  as  originals.  In  many  instances,  such  reprints,  if  made,  would  serve  to  provide 
examples  for  which  no  originals  are  known — much  in  the  way  that  ABNCo 
proprietary  proofs  have  done,  and  with  great  success  in  the  marketplace. 

Likely,  collectors  a generation  from  now  will  marvel  upon  the  availability  of 
plates  in  our  series  of  auctions,  much  as  in  a related  way  one  can  only  contemplate 
when  the  paper  archives  of  American  Bank  Note  Company  were  auctioned  by 
Christie’s  in  1990  and  1991.  However,  unlike  paper  notes,  each  bank  note  plate 
is  absolutely  unique! 

• Cylinder  dies  (19th-century  usage),  today  called  rolls  or  transfer  rolls, 
comprise  another  major  section  of  our  offering.  These  consist  of  hard  metal 
cylinders  which  bear  around  their  periphery  a relief  impression  from  a vignette 
die.  During  the  transfer  or  siderographic  process,  a soft  steel  roller  was  impressed 
into  the  face  of  a hard  vignette  die.  The  roller  then  picked  up  the  impression  in 
relief  Hardened  by  tempering,  the  cylinder  die  was  then  used  to  transfer  the 
impression  into  the  face  of  a copper  or  soft  steel  bank  note  plate  or  other  print- 
ing plate,  the  details  being  transferred  incuse  or  intaglio.  A bank  note  plate  was 
created  by  successive  applications  of  cylinder  dies,  adding  one  at  a time  different 
aspects  such  as  vig^nettes,  counters  (numbers  and  decorations  referring  to  the 
denomination),  lettering,  and  the  like.  After  this  process  the  soft  steel  plate  was 
hardened,  polished,  and  made  ready  for  printing — in  the  form  which  we  offer  jj 
plates  today.  The  copper  bank  note  plates  were  made  by  the  same  method,  except 

that  the  metal  was  soft  to  begin  with. 

Until  now,  most  dedicated  specialists  have  never  even  seen  a cylinder  die, 
much  less  have  had  the  opportunity  to  own  one.  These  units  are  very  interesting, 
historical,  and  as  a class  are  very  rare. 

• Other  plates:  A limited  number  of  plates  used  by  the  antecedent  companies 
that  formed  ABNCo  to  produce  broadsides  and  advertising  sheets  will  be  offered 
in  time.  In  addition,  other  artifacts  will  be  presented  and  described. 

About  Designs  and  Vignettes 

Over  a long  period  of  time  during  the  bank  note  issuing  era  as  well  as  later, 
vignettes  were  often  given  titles.  Sometimes  the  specific  names  appeared  on 
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bank  notes  or  other  securit)’  printing,  but  usually  not.  Allegorical  gods  and 
goddesses  were  particular  favorites  then  and  now.  A women  standing  holding 
a balance  scale  would  likely  be  known  asjustice,  while  a goddess  embracing  a 
sheaf  of  wheat  was  ty-pically  Cleres  (the  goddess  of  agriculture),  but,  equipped 
with  a shield,  or  with  a eagle  nearby,  might  just  as  well  be  called  Liberty.  A 
figure  with  a cornucopia  overflowing  with  plenty  could  be  called  Moneta  if 
coins  were  present  or  spilled  out  on  the  ground  nearby,  or  Fortune.  Commerce 
may  be  in  the  form  of  a goddess  with  gears  or  machines  nearby. 

Hebe,  cup  bearer  to  the  gods  is  seen  on  some  vignettes,  typically  holding 
a goblet  or  other  container  offering  wine  to  a patriotic  eagle.  Archimedes, 
j perhaps  using  a lever  to  lift  the  earth,  was  another  early  motif,  as  were  An- 
j drocles  and  the  Lion,  Venus  (scantily  dressed,  or  emerging  from  the  sea,  or 
in  some  other  pose),  Hercules,  Proserpine,  and  more. 

Famous  people  are  another  popular  subject,  with  Washington,  Franklin, 
Clay,  Lafayette,  Calhoun,  and  others  widely  used  on  paper  money  plus  many 
portraits  that  are  not  immediately  identifiable  now,  but  which  in  their  day 
were  important. 

Generally,  the  vignette  dies  as  well  as  printing  plates  in  the  ABNCo  archives 
are  not  labeled  as  to  title.  Ideas  for  attributions  can  be  gained  from  the  series 
of  monographs  created  by  Roger  H.  Durand,  from  certain  reference  books 
on  state  bank  notes  (Harold  Bowen’s  1956  text  on  Michigan  bank  notes  is 
especially  rich  in  this  regard),  back  issues  of  the  late  lamented  Essay-Proof 
Journal,  and  elsewhere.  In  our  descriptions  of  scenes  we  describe  what  we 
see,  usually  not  assigning  a specific  title.  However,  by  lucky  happenstance  no 
doubt  many  of  the  purchasers  will  be  able  to  research  their  treasures  and  come 
up  with  additional  information.  The  unknown  is  always  exciting,  and  many 
of  the  ABNCo  items  come  with  this  quintessential  element. 


Notes  about  Our  Descriptions  i 

Measurements:  The  sizes  are  close  approximations  only,  each  one  bein^jj 
rounded  to  the  nearest  quarter  inch.  These  measurements  reflect  the  actual  size  < 
of  the  plate.  The  vignettes  on  the  plates  are  generally  somewhat  smaller.  In  casei ! 
where  the  vignettes  are  considerably  smaller,  the  vignette  measurements  anii 
given,  in  addition  to  the  plate  measurements.  The  illustrations  in  this  catalogue 
are  of  the  vignettes  themselves,  with  the  exception  of  the  multi-subject  banla 
note  plates  and  the  cylinder  dies.  On  many  vignette  dies,  blank  unused  area;! 
were  inscribed  with  crossed  lines,  perhaps  to  make  the  important  area  of  the|f 
design  visible  at  quick  glance. 

Toning:  Throughout  the  listings  there  is  discussion  of  toning  on  the  plates. 

In  the  cases  of  the  steel  plates  in  particular,  much  of  this  coloration  is  due  toj 
the  oils  on  the  surfaces  of  the  plates  rather  then  toning  of  the  metal  itself 
Most  of  the  plates  have  been  chemically  treated  or  coated  with  paraffin  by  the 
various  engraving  firms  to  protect  the  surfaces  for  long-term  storage.  These  | 
treatments  have  worked  very  nicely  for  the  most  part  and  in  the  vast  major- 
ity of  cases,  the  design  features  are  free  of  oxidation.  Handling  over  the  years  | 
has  added  oils  from  the  hands  of  many  who  have  handled  them.  For  the  steel  \ 
plates,  the  toning  would  mostly  disappear  if  the  plates  were  to  be  cleaned,  j 
While  this  may  be  desirable  in  some  cases  to  remove  buildups  of  wax,  it  is ' 
generally  not  recommended  as  cleaning  the  metal  will  leave  it  susceptible  to 
oxidation.  As  for  the  copper  plates,  the  metal  is  more  reactive  and  the  descrip-  ' 
tions  of  toning,  while  due  in  part  to  surface  treatments,  are  mostly  changes  of 
the  surface  of  the  metal.

The  Hatters  Bank  was  chartered  in  1851  with  a capital  of  $100,000,  with 
an  oversubscription  of  $20,000.  The  bank  almost  failed  due  to  circumstances 
beyond  its  control.  The  May  1859  Report  of  the  Bank  Commissioners  to  the 
General  Assembly  included  this: 

“On  the  9th  day  of  August  last  the  vault  of  the  Hatters  Bank  was  skillfully 
undermined,  an  entrance  was  effected  from  the  bottom  to  the  interior,  and  its 
entire  assets,  with  the  exception  of  its  bills  receivable,  were  stolen.  Its  losses 
were:  In  bills  of  the  Bank,  $78,721;  In  bills  of  other  banks,  $1,500;  In  specie, 
$6,310;  Making  a total  loss  of  $86,531 . The  commissioners  immediately  visited 
the  bank,  and  deemed  it  expedient,  for  the  safety  of  the  public  and  also  for 
its  stockholders,  to  put  the  bank  into  the  hands  of  receivers.  They  accord- 


ingly made  application  to  Judge  Park,  then 
holding  court  at  Danbury,  for  an  injunction, 
and  a hearing  was  had  on  the  12  th  of  August. 
The  petition  was  granted,  and  Frederick  S. 
Wildman  and  William  A.  Judd,  esqrs.,  were 
appointed  receivers,  and  the  time  for  present- 
ing claims  limited  to  the  20th  of  November, 
1858.  At  the  time  of  the  robbery  the  bank 
had  an  outstanding  legitimate  circulation  of 
about  $41,916. 

“Subsequent  to  the  injunction  the  of- 
ficers of  the  bank  succeeded  by  a reward, 
and  through  the  efforts  of  the  police  in  New  York  city,  in  recovering  about 
$60,000  of  stolen  circulation,  leaving  stiU  outstanding  $18,700  of  the  stolen 
bills,  which,  added  to  the  legitimate  circulation  outstanding,  made  its  liabihties 
for  the  same  about  $60,000.  There  was  presented  and  paid  off  by  the  receiv- 
ers about  $45,000  of  the  circulation,  leaving  still  in  the  hands  of  the  public 
$15,000,  a portion  of  which  is  no  doubt  stolen  circulation.  In  March  last  the 
bank  was  released  from  the  injunction,  having  comphed  with  all  the  orders 
of  the  court.  The  stockholders  and  directors,  in  pursuance  of  the  statutes  in 
such  case  made  and  provided,  called  upon  the  commissioners  for  an  appraisal 
of  the  remaining  assets  of  the  bank,  and  a reduction  of  its  capital  stock,  which 
was  had,  and  after  charging  the  bank  with  its  still  outstanding  circulation,  the 
stock  was  valued  at  the  sum  of  $60,000,  to  which  sum  the  capital  stock  was 
then  reduced,  and  the  bank  will  make  application  to  your  honorable  body 
for  an  approval  of  the  same.” 

Business  was  quickly  resumed,  and  the  bank  operated  profitably.  On  May 
15,  1865  it  became  the  First  National  Bank  of  Bethel.

5 in  1856,  but  never  conducted  a legitimate  banking  business  as  it  was  unable 

; to  raise  sufficient  capital  to  activate  its  charter.  However,  it  did  float  a lot  of 

! paper  money  with  no  backing,  placing  it  into  the  category  of  a “fraudulently 

■i  ■ operated  bank”  today.  During  this  era,  despite  great  assertions  to  the  contrary, 

! ' just  about  every  leading  bank-note  engraving  firm  was  willing  to  help  out  by

The  American  National  Bank  of  Hartford,  charter  1165,  converted  from 
the  Bank  of  Hartford  County  on  May  18,  1865.  Capital  was  authorized  at 
a limit  of  $3,000,000  in  the  heady  era  in  which  large  capitahzations  were 
routinely  allowed,  even  though  banks  usually  went  into  business  for  a lesser 
amount,  in  this  case  $600,000.  (Later,  as  more  banks  applied  to  become  national 
associations  the  amount  of  capital  authorized  by  Congress  was  taken  up,  and 
amounts  were  restricted.)  George  M.  Bartholomew  was  the  founding  president 
and  Rowland  Swift  was  the  first  cashier.  Later,  Swift  became  president.  The 
bank  went  into  voluntary  liquidation  on  May  15,  1912,  and  was  absorbed  by 
the  Phoenix  National  Bank  of  Hartford  (charter  670). 

The  partial  engraved  date  of  this  plate  dates  it  to  1900,  or  later.  Numerous 
National  Banks  were  established  in  Hartford,  though  bank  notes  from  several  of 
them  are  quite  scarce  today  and  the  presently  represented  institution  is  among 
these.  The  most  recent  Don  C.  Kelly  Census  lists  only  nine  known  notes.

The  First  National  Bank  of  Hartford  was  converted  (through  forming  a 
new  corporation)  from  the  Merchants  and  Manufacturers  Bank  and  opened 
for  business  on  January  28,  1864.  Capital  was  authorized  at  $1,000,000,  but 
the  directors  pegged  the  operating  figure  at  $100,000,  the  amount  actually 
used.  Edwin  D.  Tiffany  was  founding  president  and  James  S.  Tryon  was  the 
first  cashier.  The  bank  remained  in  business  through  the  entire  note-issuing 
era,  which  ended  in  the  summer  of  1935.

In  his 
definitive  Interesting  Notes  about  Christmas,  Roger  H.  Durand 
describes  this  is  his  Type  V,  noting  “This  rare  vignette  is  found  only 
on  two  bank  notes.  They  are  the  $5  and  $ 10  notes  from  the  Saint 
Nicholas  Bank  of  New  York.  It  was  produced  by  Toppan,  Carpenter 
& Company.  At  the  time  the  vignette  was  used  on  the  bank  notes 
of  the  Saint  Nicholas  Bank  the  company  had  been  absorbed  by  the 
American  Bank  Note  Company.  The  vignette  was  mostly  likely 
engraved  by  either  John  W.  Casilear  or  Nathanieljocelyn.

The  Shetucket  Bank  of  Norwich  was  chartered  in  May  1853,  one  of  14 
banks  chartered  under  the  Free  Banking  Law  of  1852.  Charles  Osgood  and 
David  O.  Strong  were  the  founding  president  and  cashier.  The  capital  was  set 
at  $100,000,  but  was  later  reduced  to  $62,600.  Operation  was  difficult,  and  the 
bank  was  hard  hit  by  the  Panic  of  1857.  By  spring  1859  there  were  many  unpaid 
loans.  However,  in  violation  of  the  law  (according  to  state  bank  commission- 
ers) the  bank  continued  to  pay  dividends.  The  officers  were  also  charged  with 
usury.  The  officers  and  directors  straightened  out  the  mess,  restored  the  capital 
to  $ 100,000,  and  on  July  1 , 1865  the  institution  became  the  Shetucket  National 
Bank  of  Norwich  (charter  1379),  which  was  liquidated  on  May  18,  1885. 

The  bank’s  earlier  notes  bore  the  imprint  ofToppan  and  Carpenter  according 
to  Haxby,  however,  aU  of  these  notes  are  hsted  as  SENC.  The  later  issues  with 
the  imprint  of  American  Bank  Note  Company  are  represented  by  five  different 
denominations  and  are  generally  collectable.  Today,  only  two  National  Bank 
notes  from  this  institution  are  listed  in  the  Kelly  Census.

The  Southport  National  Bank  was  the  only  note-issuing  National  Bank  estab- 
lished in  this  Fairfield  county  community.  Organized  December  29, 1864,  the  bank 
enjoyed  a fairly  long  period  in  operation  until  finally  going  into  receivership  May 
19,  1903,  having  been  “wrecked  by  the  cashier”  (per  the  official  Treasury  report). 
The  liquidation  was  finally  completed  on  July  31,  1911.  In  1891,  the  era  of  this 
plate,  E.C.  Sherwood  was  president  and  O.T.  Sherwood  was  the  cashier.  During 
this  time,  just  under  $1  million  in  bank  notes  were  released,  but  examples  are  very 
rare  today.  Only  eight  examples  appear  in  the  Kelly  Census.

The  Wilmington  branch  of  the  Farmer’s  Bank  of  the 
State  of  Delaware  was  in  operation  from  1813  until  the 
1860s.  This  form  is  from  the  end  of  this  period,  as  American 
Bank  Note  Company  W'as  not  founded  until  1858.  Earlier, 
the  plates  for  this  bank  were  made  by  W.  Harrison  in  the  early  19th  century, 
and  the  firms  Fairman,  Draper  and  Underwood,  and  Underwood,  Bald, 

Spencer  and  Hufty  for  the  issues  of  the  1820s  to  the  1850s. 

The  main  office  was  incorporated  in  Dover  on  February  3,  1807.  Capital 
was  set  at  $500,000,  with  $100,000  reserved  for  the  state  of  Delaware.  A 


rather  large  and,  one  would  think  cumbersome  board  of  directors  included 


27  people,  nine  of  whom  were  appointed  by  the  state.  The  first  branches  were 
set  up  at  Georgetown  and  New  Castle.  When  the  Wilmington  branch  was 
opened  the  capital  was  increased  to  $1  million.  In  1866  the  State  Legislature 
desired  to  have  it  convert  to  become  a National  Bank,  and  a resolution  w'as 
passed  to  this  effect.  However,  the  directors  did  not  go  along  with  the  idea. 
Under  state  charter  the  bank  continued  into  the  20th  century.

As  to  the  operation  of  this  bank,  little  has  been  gathered  by  the  compilers  of 
this  catalogue.  The  institution  was  never  prominent,  and  on  the  national  scene 
it  seems  to  have  avoided  publicity.  Should  anyone  have  a historical  file  on  this 
bank  to  share,  the  writers  (QDB  and  John  Pack)  would  be  grateful  for  further 
information.  In  1812  a probably  unrelated  Farmers  and  Mechanics  Bank  of 
Delaware  was  incorporated  for  S75,000  in  Wilmington. 
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The  Ocean  Bank  of  Kennebunk,  Maine  — $100  Currency  Progress  Plate

A delightful  high-denomination  plate  from  this  well 
known  town  near  the  coast.  The  original  paper  wrapper  is  included, 
though  one  flap  is  severed. 

Mark  ofj.  Keim,  Philadelphia  on  back. 

Established  in  1854  with  a capitalization  of  $50,000,  the  Ocean  Bank 
successfully  operated  through  1865,  by  which  time  the  capital  had  been 
increased  to  $100,000.  Reorganized  as  the  Ocean  National  Bank  of  Ken- 
nebunk, charter  1254,  it  was  granted  the  legal  right  to  continue  using  old 
bills  from  the  state-chartered  bank  for  a period  of  12  months  after  June  10, 
1865.  By  time  of  an  examination  in  1867,  bills  were  still  being  redeemed  at 


the  counter  of  the  National  Bank.  Federal  law  provided  for  a tax  of  10%  on 
state  bank  bills  used  in  commerce  after  July  1,  1866,  but  a close  examination 
of  Maine  banking  records  reveal  that  some  regional  paper  was  stiU  in  use  for 
a hmited  time  thereafter.  As  to  redemption,  it  was  standard  practice  for  all 
solvent  banks  that  converted  in  the  early  1860s  to  continue  redeeming  their 
bills  at  par,  usually  for  a period  of  three  years.  However,  as  a matter  ot  honor 
some  continued  for  decades  afterward. 

Today,  the  Ocean  National  Bank  of  Kennebunk  is  a rarity  in  that  it  is  one 
of  the  relatively  few  banking  institutions  still  in  existence  that  uses  is  original 
National  Bank  name  acquired  in  the  1860s,  while  many  contemporaries  have 
been  merged  into  “bancorps”  and  related  modern  entities.  Perhaps  this  plate 
would  look  nice  in  the  directors’  boardroom?

There  are  light  hairlines,  as  typical,  and  minor 
signs  of  handling,  but  the  plate  is  very  clean  overall.  The  imprint 
of  Bald,  Cousland  and  Company,  New  York  appears  at  the  lower 
edge  of  each  note,  along  with  the  patent  date,  June  2nd,  1857. 
The  face  tint  plate,  which  laid  down  a full  orange  tint  with  the 
large  central  denomination  counter  remaining  white  according  to 
Haxby,  is  likewise  bright,  well  polished  and  attractive.  It  is  slightly 
broader  in  each  dimension,  with  no  engraver’s  imprint,  but  with 
a small  notation  engraved  in  the  margin  identifying  the  bank  for 
which  it  was  made.  “ATLANTIC”  is  seen  at  the  lower  right  of  the 
plate,  with  “ATLANTIC  BK  PORTLAND”  in  the  top  margin. 
A delightful  pair  of  plates  which  were  used  to  print  Proof  notes, 
but  no  regular  printings  according  to  the  Haxby  listings.  Unique, 
as  all  such  plates,  and  beautiful  for  display  purposes.  Lach  plate  has 
its  original  heavy  paper  wrapper  included,  both  hand  labeled  as  to 
their  use.  (Total;  2 plates)

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Bank  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Maine,  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  Commencement  of  the  Year  1863  included  this: 


#.  .f. 


“The  act  of  March  3,  1862,  extends  the  time  for  closing  the  affairs  of 
the  Atlantic  Bank  (the  charter  of  which  was  surrendered  in  February,  1860), 
two  years  from  February  4,  1862.  At  the  time  of  making  our  annual  report  in 
1861 , less  than  S200  of  the  bills  were  in  circulation,  and  to  redeem  these,  funds 
were  deposited  at  the  International  Bank,  in  Portland.  The  cashier  of  the  latter 
bank  informs  us  that  he  has  redeemed  within  the  past  year  only  eight  dollars 
of  the  Atlantic  Bank  biUs.  The  balance  of  the  circulation  is  doubtless  lost,  past 
recovery,  and  the  affairs  of  the  institution  may  be  considered  as  closed,  so  far 
as  the  circulation  is  concerned.” 

Banking  in  Maine  was  never  easy,  as  the  state’s  inland  economy  was  pri- 
marily based  on  the  lumber  business  and  farming,  with  the  citizenry  having 
rather  low  incomes.  Over  a long  course  of  time  many  banks  were  formed, 
existed  for  a short  while,  and  were  closed.  So  it  was  with  the  Atlantic  Bank,  a 
name  used  by  two  banks.  The  first  was  incorporated  on  August  28,  1850,  at 
S 100,000.  Hopes  were  high  as  it  was  expected  that  the  Atlanric&  St.  Lawrence 
Railroad  would  bring  prosperity  to  this  seacoast  town.  However,  that  did  not 
happen,  and  it  went  into  liquidation  in  1855.  By  1856  some  S4.406  in  paper 
money  was  outstanding,  the  redemption  of  which  was  handled  by  the  newly 
organized  Mechanics  Bank. 

The  second  Atlantic  Bank  was  launched  in  1856,  capital  5100,000,  with 
the  same  officers  as  the  first  bank  with  this  name;  John  M,  Wood  as  president 
and  WiUiam  H,  Stephenson  as  cashier. 

In  February  1860  the  new  bank  failed,  after  having  struggled  for  some 
time  to  redeem  its  bills,  including  through  the  International  Bank  of  the  same 
city.  By  January  1,  1861,  less  than  $200  in  currency  was  outstanding.  Some 
years  ago  modern  proprietary  proofs  were  made  by  ABNCo,  including  from 
the  plates  here  offered.  These  are  highly  prized  today  and  attract  attention 
whenever  offered. 
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Maverick  National  Bank  of  Boston

The  Maverick  National  Bank  of  Boston  was  chartered  December  31, 
1864  at  an  authorized  capital  ofS400,000.  In  the  early  1870s  under  president 
Neheniiah  Gibson  the  bank  ran  into  difficulties.  In  early  1876  Asa  R Potter 
was  elected  to  replace  him.  Problems  were  solved,  and  the  bank  became  well 
regarded  locally  and  regionally.  However,  the  good  times  were  short-lived, 
and  the  bank  went  into  receivership  November  2,  1891.  During  this  time, 
just  over  SI. 75  million  in  National  Bank  notes  were  issued  by  this  institution, 
but  today  only  eight  specimens  are  known  to  exist.  An  important  plate  from 
a tough  bank  to  represent  in  a collection  of  Nationals. 

Thomas  Byrnes,  in  Prqfessumal  Criminals  of  America,  1886,  p.  280,  tells  of 
Charles  H.  Whittemore,  whose  real  name  was  Jake  Sondheim,  bilking  this 
bank  of  S5,000  in  a celebrated  caper.  Under  various  other  names  including 
Albert  Wise,  A1  Wilson,  and  James  T.  Watson,  Sondheim  made  a career  of 
robbing  banks  in  the  Northeast.  He  was  described:  “43  years  old,  slim  build. 
Height,  5 feet  6'/2  inches.  Weight,  120  pounds.  Light  brown  hair,  light  brown 
whiskers  and  mustache,  hght  complexion,  blue  eyes.

The  Home  National  Bank  was  chartered  June  3,  1874,  capitalized  at 
$400,000.  Rufus  P.  Kingman  was  the  founding  president  and  C.D.  Fullerton 
was  the  first  cashier.  Though  it  continued  in  operation  through  the  end  of 
the  note-issuing  era  in  1935,  the  bank  released  a relatively  small  amount  of 
currency  bearing  its  title,  and  all  are  large-size  notes.  By  1935,  only  $2,720 
was  estimated  to  remain  outstanding,  and  as  noted  above,  only  two  specimens 
are  known  to  exist  today.

The  Mechanicks  National  Bank  ofNewburyport  was  chartered  November 
23. 1864.  It  succeeded  the  Mechanicks  Bank  of  the  same  town.  Original  capital 
was  $250,000  against  an  authorization  of  $300, 000.  E.S.  Mosely  was  the  first 
president,  kept  company  by  founding  cashier  John  Andrews.  The  capital  was 
later  increased.  However,  the  institution  e.xperienced  severe  difficulties  in  the 
Panic  of  1893  (which  affected  many  New  England  banks),  and  the  directors 
voted  to  decrease  the  capital  to  $125,000.  Matters  worsened,  and  in  June 
1900  the  directors  voted  to  end  operations,  to  convey  the  bank  building  at  51 
State  Street  to  the  Ocean  National  Bank,  and  to  go  into  liquidation.  On  July 
17th  the  liquidation  began.  The  total  issue  of  currency  was  just  over  $1  mil- 
lion and  consisted  of  Original  Series,  Series  of  1875,  and  Brown  Back  types. 
Today,  only  three  Original  Series  notes  appear  in  the  Kelly  Census,  with 
no  examples  of  the  other  types  listed.  A prohibitively  rare  title  for  National 
Bank  note  collectors.

The  bank  endured  until 
the  Depression.  On  November  10,  1934  it  consolidated  with  the  Plymouth 
National  Bank  (charter  779).  In  its  time  the  institution  issued  over  S6.7  mil- 
lion in  National  Bank  notes,  ranging  from  Original  Series  issues  through  the 
small-size  notes  of  1929.

The  face  bears  the  imprint  of  Danforth,  Bald  and  Company, 
New  York  and  Philadelphia.  While  the  designs  match  the  Haxby 
description,  the  reference  reports  two  imprints  to  be  Rawdon, 


Wright,  Hatch  and  Edson,  and  New  England  Bank  Note  Company. 
Accordingly,  this  plate  contains  unlisted  as  well  as  SENG  varieties. 
The  notes  have  a wonderful  vignette  at  the  center  of  wild  horses 
in  full  gallop.  Small  areas  of  oxidation  are  seen  at  the  edges  of  both 
plates,  and  within  the  tint  for  the  uppermost  note.  Both  plates  are 
nicely  finished,  the  tint  plate  in  particular  being  highly  polished, 
and  both  have  beveled  and  rounded  edges.  The  backs  also  show 
traces  of  oxidation.

The  Western  Bank  at  Springfield,  as  it  was  designated,  was  chartered  by 
the  Massachusetts  State  Legislature  in  its  spring  1849  session  and  went  into 
business  in  September.  At  the  time  the  CEO  ot  a given  bank  was  the  cashier, 
who  received  the  largest  salary  and  was  responsible  for  operations.  In  contrast, 
the  president  of  a state  bank  chaired  meetings  of  the  board  and  stockholders, 
but  was  seldom  involved  in  daily  affairs.  Tapped  as  cashier  ot  the  Western 
Bank  was  Charles  P.  Bissell,  who  had  acquitted  himself  well  in  the  same  post 
at  the  Iron  Bank  in  Connecticut.  After  a relatively  brief  tenure,  he  was  suc- 
ceeded byj.L.  Warriner.

Dll  July  2,  1847,  proposals  for  new  banks  were  presented  to  the  State 
Legislature,  including  for  the  Anionoosuc  Bank,  the  Bank  of  Blyniouth,  the 
Amoskeag  Bank  (Manchester),  and  the  Portsmouth  Mutual  Bank.  All  were 
postponed.  Nearly  a year  later,  on  June  24,  1848,  the  Amoskeag  Bank  was 
chartered.  The  capital  was  set  at  $100,()(K)and  not  more  than  $200,000,  divided 
into  no  fewer  than  500  shares  nor  more  than  2,000  shares. 

The  Amoskeag  Bank  was  a great  success  from  the  start,  returning  hand- 
some dividends  to  its  shareholders.  In  1864  it  converted  to  become  the 
Amoskeag  National  Bank,  which  achieved  stature  as  the  largest  and  strongest 
financial  institution  in  the  state.  The  National  Bank  redeemed  the  vast  majority 
of  the  state  bank  biUs,  which  at  one  time  were  common  in  circulation.  Today, 
they  are  numismatically  rare.  There  was  trouble  in  paradise  in  the  1980s  when 
all  across  America  hundreds  of  banks  and  savings  institutions  failed  due  to 
poor  loans  and  management.  The  Amoskeag  National  Bank  went  down,  and 
today  it  isjust  a memory.

Chartered  in  1865,  this  bank  released  nearly  $24.8  million  in  National 
Bank  notes,  comfortably  more  than  all  of  the  other  Trenton  banks  combined. 
Onjuly  3, 1928  it  assumed  the  assets  of  the  First  National  Bank  (charter  281) 
and  changed  its  name  to  the  First  Mechanics  National  Bank  of  Trenton. 

John  August  Roebhng  was  born  in  Germany  in  1806,  and  educated  in 
Berlin  in  the  field  of  engineering.  In  1831,  Roebhng,  his  brother,  and  several 
friends  left  for  America  with  the  intention  of  setting  up  a community  of  their 
own  in  the  American  West.  However,  their  journey  ended  with  the  founding 
of  the  community  of  Germania  in  Pennsylvania,  near  Pittsburgh.  The  name 
was  changed  later  to  Saxonburg,  where  the  first  Roebhng  workshop  was  built, 
and  where  in  1840  he  began  his  own  experiments  in  the  making  of  wire  rope 
based  on  earlier  studies  by  another  German  engineer.  He  was  successful,  and 
became  the  first  person  to  make  and  sell  wire  rope  in  the  United  States  in 
1841.  His  ropes  rapidly  replaced  the  dominant  hemp  ropes  of  the  day,  and 
became  important  in  the  construction  of  suspension  bridges,  a topic  that  he 
had  a long  personal  interest  in.  His  wire  ropes  were  used  on  such  projects  as 
the  suspension  bridges  across  the  Monongahela  River  at  Pittsburgh,  and  the 
Niagara  Gorge  (which  made  him  famous),  and  the  landmark  Brooklyn  Bridge. 
John  Roebhng  did  not  live  to  see  the  completion  of  this  last  monumental  proj- 
ect, but  his  sons  carried  on  the  business  seeing  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  through 
and  later  manufacturing  telegraph,  electrical,  and  other  wires.  The  company 
remains  in  business  to  this  day. 

Certain  descendants  were  avid  numismatists,  including  George  Roebhng, 
whose  holdings  included  a complete  run  of  copper,  nickel,  and  silver  Proof 
sets  from  the  late  1850s  to  1916.  These  were  sold  by  New  Netherlands  Coin 
Co.  to  dealer  Harry  Forman  by  private  treaty  in  the  1950s.

This  bank  was  organized  March  21,  1865  as  the  First  National  Bank 
of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  capital  $200,000.  Nicholas  Wyckoffwas  the  first 
president,  and  George  Field  was  the  founding  cashier.  The  bank  prospered 
and  increased  its  capital. 

Tragedy  came  with  the  Panic  of  1907  when  the  Williamsburg  Trust 
Company  and  the  Jenkins  Trust  Company  each  failed.  The  bank  had  been 
the  clearing  house  for  Jenkins  Trust  and  had  loaned  large  sums  to  each.  A 
receiver  was  appointed  on  October  25th,  and  it  was  anticipated  the  bank 
would  be  liquidated.  This  was  done,  and  on  February  10,  1908  the  process 
was  complete.  However,  the  bank  reorganized,  strengthened  its  capital,  and 
resumed  business  on  February  8, 1908,  a rare  event  in  banking  circles  of  these 
parlous  times.  On  April  23, 1926,  the  institution  changed  its  name  to  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Brooklyn. 

Though  this  plate  appears  to  date  from  a little  earlier  than  1926,  we  suspect 
that  the  shorter  title  was  acceptable  in  use  before  the  official  change  of  the  title. 
As  the  state  is  not  clearly  given,  it  is  also  a possibility  that  this  is  a logo  for  the 
First  National  Bank  ofBrooklyn,  Iowa,  but  the  steamship  vignette  at  the  center 
seems  to  suggest  that  it  is  not  related  to  a land-locked  location.

The  Bank  of  Fishkill  went  into  operation  on  June  1,  185(1,  with  a capi- 
talization of$  120,000,  under  the  Free  Banking  Law  (by  which  just  about  any 
interested  group  of  citizens  could  form  a bank,  subject  to  certain  deposit  and 
capital  requirements).  In  1852  the  bank  announced  that  operations  had  been 
sufficiently  profitable  to  warrant  increasing  the  capital  to  55150,000.  In  May 
1858.  Banker’s  Magazine  reported:  “Thirteen  semi-annual  dividends  have  been 
regularly  declared  [since  its  founding],  one  ofA'A  percent,  three  of3'/2  percent, 
and  nine  ot  4 percent  each,  besides  a surplus  now  on  hand  of  over  $16,000, 
somewhat  more  than  10  percent."  It  became  the  National  Bank  of  Fishkill  in 
1865.  Though  the  present  plate  bears  no  engraver’s  imprint,  the  bank  note 
plates  are  known  to  have  been  engraved  by  Toppan,  Carpenter,  Casilear,  and 
Company,  as  well  as  American  Bank  Note  Company.

The  Chase  National  Bank  was  chartered  September  14,  1877  and 
though  several  mergers  and  name  changes  have  occurred  along  the  way,  this 
institution’s  long  history  continues  today  under  the  name  JPMorgan  Chase 
Bank,  National  Association.  During  the  National  Bank  note  era,  this  bank 
issued  an  enormous  S 134.7  million  in  bank  notes.

Chartered  July  21,  1863,  this  bank  continued  in  operation  through 
the  end  of  the  note  issuing  period  and  issued  in  excess  of  S18()  million  in 
National  Bank  notes. 

At  the  outset  John  Thompson’s  (publisher  of  bank  note  registers  and 
counterfeit  detectors)  two  sons  (Samuel  Clark  Thompson  and  Frederick  Fer- 
ris Thompson)  together  with  his  son-in-law  (Francis  Granger  Adams)  held 
97%  of  the  bank.  Earher,  on  August  25,  1857,  upon  the  halt  of  the  currency 
brokerage  business  ofjohn  Thompson,  Adams  Platt,  who  had  been  associated 
with  Thompson  for  several  years,  assumed  Thompson’s  duties  as  compiler  of 
Thompson 's  Bank  Note  and  Commercial  Reporter.  Charles  Blondell.  publisher  of 
Thompson ’s  Bank  Note  and  Commercial  Reporter.  1 17  Franklin  Street,  New  York 
City.  In  January  1865  Banker’s  Magazine  told  of  the  bank: 

“Estabhshed  eighteen  months  ago,  removed  from  No.  4 Wall  Street  to 
No.  140  Broadway,  the  new  building  of  the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company, 
corner  of  Liberty  Street.  The  room  occupied  by  the  bank  is  most  commodi- 
ously  arranged  and  handsomely  fitted  up.  It  is  18  feet  high  and  65  feet  deep. 
The  safe  of  the  establishment  weighs  13,000  pounds,  and  can  only  be  reached 
by  opening  a door,  a ton  weight,  and  secured  by  all  the  great  modern  appliances. 
The  outer  coating  of  the  door  is  composed  of  six  plates  of  chilled  iron,  with 
their  grains  reversed,  thereby  avoiding  the  possibility  of  a drill  or  entrance. 
The  safe  cost  S3,000,  and  it  contains  compartments  for  government  securiries, 
gold,  notes,  and  the  officers’  boxed.”  Profits  were  so  extensive  that  it  paid  10% 
semi-annual  dividends  and  still  had  excess  to  go  into  a surplus  fund. 

By  1876  the  Thompson  family  no  longer  controlled  this  bank,  but  was 
more  deeply  involved  in  the  ownership  of  the  National  Currency  Bank  of 


New  York.  In  October  1900  a bank  examiner  made  the  sensational  discovery 
that  C.L.  Alford,  note  and  exchange  teller,  had  stolen  $690,000.  His  operation 
was  described  by  P.  Kane,  The  Romance  and  Tragedy  of  Banking,  1922: 

“The  method  of  operation  and  concealment  resorted  to  by  the  defaulter 
was  to  make  the  cash  on  hand  agree  with  the  amount  for  which  the  teller 
was  accountable,  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  bank,  by  taking  out  of  the 
morning  mail,  of  which  he  had  charge,  a sufficient  number  of  cash  items  to 
cover  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  defalcations  and  add  them  to  the  exchanges 
for  the  Clearing  House  received  during  the  preceding  day.  Examination  of 
the  exchanges  by  the  examiner  showed  the  total  amount  to  be  correct,  but 
$690,000  of  the  items  had  been  taken  from  the  morning’s  receipts  and  listed 
with  the  previous  day’s  exchanges.  The  amount  of  the  morning  additions 
were  reduced  correspondingly,  so  that  the  sum  of  the  two  equaled  the  correct 
amount.  A thorough  examination  of  the  teller's  accounts  disclosed  that  his 
stealing  covered  a period  of  several  years.  While  absent  on  a two  weeks’  vacation 
lie  took  the  precaution  to  cover  his  shortage  by  making  a number  of  charges 
to  out-of-town  accounts  and  credited  the  amount  on  his  return  before  the 
monthly  statements  were  sent  out.  Whenever  he  anticipated  an  examination 
of  his  cash,  or  a periodical  examination  of  the  bank  by  the  bank  examiner,  he 
covered  the  shortage  by  false  charges  against  large  accounts.  “ 

Alford  fled  to  Boston,  and  was  captured  there.  After  trial  he  was  sentenced 
to  “up  the  river"  at  Sing  Sing  prison  for  13  years,  but  was  released  for  good 
behavior  after  eight  years.  The  theft  might  have  wrecked  many  lesser  banks, 
but  had  no  material  effect  on  the  operation  of  the  First  National.

An  elegant 
vignette.  This  is  apparently  taken  from  a two  subject  plate,  as  the 
partial  note  shown  is  plate  position  B,  and  the  bottom  edge  is 
beveled.  The  original  paper  wrapper  is  included,  with  a one-color 
black  proof  impression  affixed,  taken  after  the  plate  was  cancelled 
as  described  and  cut  down.  The  note  is  probably  Haxby  G12,  but 
this  is  not  illustrated  in  Haxby  and  it  is  listed  as  SENC,  as  most  of 
the  other  issues  from  this  bank.  Additionally,  this  note  is  listed  with 
NDA,  for  No  Description  Available,  thus  this  partial  plate  may  be 
the  only  record  of  the  note  in  existence. 

The  Lafayette  (or  LaFayette)  Bank  began  business  on  April  18,  1834  with 
an  authorized  capital  of  $500,000.  It  had  the  proper  connections  at  the  outset 
and  became  a “pet  bank”  in  the  Jackson  administration,  a status  it  enjoyed  until 
revocation  by  the  Deposite  (sic)  Act  ofjune  1836.  The  Panic  of  1837,  which 
officially  began  with  the  suspension  of  specie  payments  in  New  York  City  on 
May  10,  and  lasted  through  part  of  the  year  1843,  took  its  toll  on  hundreds  of 
banks,  including  this  one.  However,  economic  conditions  were  only  partly 
at  fault,  as  there  were  excessive  loans  to  the  bank’s  directors  and  speculation 
in  unwise  investments.  However,  the  holders  of  its  currency  did  not  suffer,  as 
enough  assets  remained,  in  combination  with  payments  from  the  New  York 
Safety  Fund,  to  redeem  bills  at  par.  The  stockholders  bore  the  brunt  of  the 
loss,  suffering  a 50%  reduction  in  the  net  value  of  their  shares.

Bank  of  the  City  of  New  York.  For  a long  time  it  was  at  71  Wall  Street  in  the 
heart  of  the  financial  district.  The  name  was  changed  in  1910  to  The  Mechanics 
and  Metals  National  Bank  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  operated  under  this 
title  until  its  closing  on  April  10,  1926.

Originally  chartered  in  1865  as  The  National  Bank  of  Commerce  in  New 
York,  the  title  was  officially  changed  to  National  Bank  of  Commerce  in  New 
York  in  1905,  and  remained  such  until  the  bank’s  hquidation  on  April  4,  1929. 
Based  on  the  look  and  style  of  the  plate,  we  suspect  that  it  was  engraved  around 
the  time  of  the  title  change,  but  not  much  later. 

The  currency  issues  of  this  bank  were  varied  and  extensive.  Peter  Hunt- 
oon’s  essay,  “Brown  Back  Plate  Varieties  for  The  National  Bank  of  Conmierce 
in  New  York”  includes  these  comments: 

“The  National  Bank  of  Commerce  in  New  York  was  one  of  the  largest 
note  issuing  banks  in  the  country.  Among  its  milestones,  it  was  the  only  bank 
in  the  country  to  utihze  the  Original  Series  and  Series  of  1875  500-500-500- 
500  and  1000-1000-1000-1000  plate  combinations.  On  September  9, 1913,  it 
became  the  first  bank  to  reach  bank  serial  1,000,000  on  a sheet  combination 
when  the  one  millionth  S5-$5-S5-S5  Series  of  1902  date  back  was  numbered. 
The  Series  of  1882  Brown  Back  issues  for  the  bank  were  impressive  as  well. 
They  involved  679,000  S5-$5-S5-S5  sheets,  396,600  $10-$  10-$  10-$20s,  and 
12,133  $50-$  100s  totaling  $35,229,950.  This  volume  required  numerous 
replacement  plates  which  were  rife  with  varieties.”

The  National  Bank  ot  the  Republic  of  New  York  was  chartered  April  13, 
1865,  four  days  after  Robert  E.  Lee’s  surrender  to  Ulysses  S.  Grant  at  Ap- 
pomattox Court  House,  Virginia,  and  five  days  before  the  Confederate  Army 
surrendered  and  ended  the  Civil  War.  At  2 Wall  Street  it  was  at  the  hub  of 
financial  activity.  The  bank  was  hquidated  September  3,  1901  by  which  time 
it  had  released  over  $7.5  million  in  National  Bank  notes.  Today,  fewer  than 
50  examples  appear  in  the  Kelly  Census.

The  Ninth  National  Bank  was  chartered  April  18,  1864,  and  hquidated 
December  31,  1901.  Though  the  total  is.sue  of  bank  notes  was  in  excess  of 
$4  million,  the  notes  are  scarce  today  with  only  14  examples  appearing  in 
the  census. 

This  bank  was  formed  in  autumn  1863,  at  a time  when  the  Treasury 
Department  issued  names  in  sequence  by  charter  number,  as  First  National 
Bank,  Second,  and  so  on.  The  present  bank  landed  Ninth  when  its  charter  was 
granted.  Across  America  many  state  banks  declined  to  reorganize  as  National 
Banks  if  the  First  name  was  taken,  as  Second,  Third,  etc.,  sounded  inferior.  In 
many  cities  the  First  National  was  not  the  largest.  Soon,  Congress  relented,  and 
other  names  could  be  used,  after  which  there  was  a flood  ot  applications. 

In  the  annals  of  American  crime  this  bank  earns  a notation  for  fake  “Laz\’ 
Deuce”  notes  made  from  counterfeit  plates  engraved  by  tbe  notorious  Tom 
Ballard,  who  for  good  measure  produced  $2  notes  for  the  Saint  Nicholas 
National  Bank  of  New  York  City  and  the  Westchester  County  National  Bank 
of  Peekskill,  NY.  Electrotyping  was  utihzed  to  make  copies  ot  these  plates, 
which  reached  other  hands.

In  1863  the  bank  was  at  4 Beekman  Street,  the  capital  was  $2,000,000, 
Reuben  W.  Howes  was  president,  and  Charles  A.  Macy  was  cashier,  these 
items  being  no  change  from  the  several  years  previous.

The  Staten  Island  Bank  began  business  on  October  29,  1838,  under  New 
York’s  recent  Free  Banking  Law  (officially,,  the  General  Banking  Law),  which 
emulated  that  in  place  in  Michigan.  The  capital  was  set  at  $100,000.  It  was 
part  ofa  general  rush  to  set  up  banks,  with  54  tiling  certificates  by  early  1838, 
hardly  a propitious  time  to  begin  business,  in  view  of  the  continuation  of  the 
I Panic  of  1837.  The  bank  subsequently  failed,  at  which  time  $19,702  in  bills 

; was  in  circulation.  These  were  redeemed  at  56%  of  face  value.

The  First  National  Bank  of  Rondout  was  chartered  in  July  1863,  and  was 
liquidated  October  30, 1880.  Thomas  Cornell  was  the  first  president,  and  the 
first  cashier  was  Charles  Bray.  Both  men  remained  in  their  posts  for  many 
years.  In  these  17  years,  the  bank  released  $828,610  in  National  Bank  notes, 
comprised  of  Original  Series  and  Series  of  1875  notes.  Today,  bank  notes  from 
this  bank  are  very  rare.  As  this  bank  is  necessary  for  those  collecting  the  first 
100  charters,  and  only  12  notes  are  known  to  exist,  this  title  plate  might  serve 
nicely  in  an  advanced  collection  of  National  Bank  notes  to  fill  in  an  otherwise 
rarely  available  title.  The  plate  is  after  all,  unique. 

In  a communication  to  QDB,  December  20, 2003,  author  and  researcher 
Peter  Huntoon  commented: 

“One  of  the  best  examples  of  an  informal  title  change  involved  The  First 
National  Bank  of  Rondout,  New  York  (2493).  Rondout  was  an  busthng  port 
on  the  north  side  of  the  WallkiU  just  upstream  from  where  it  flows  into  the 
Hudson  Ikiver  from  the  west.  Gradually  the  adjacent  town  of  Kingston  on 
higher  ground  to  the  northwest  grew  to  become  the  dominant  regional  com- 
mercial center,  eventually  swallowing  Rondout.  The  title.  The  First  National 
Bank  ofRondout,  appears  on  all  the  Series  of  1875  and  1882  notes  issued  by 
the  bank.  However,  by  the  time  the  bank  was  extended  in  1920,  Rondout 
had  been  annexed  by  Kingston.  The  officers  of  the  bank  never  apphed  for  a 
title  change  to  reflect  the  change. 

“The  Comptroller’s  clerks  noted  on  their  ledger  sheets  that  the  post  office 
location  was  Kingston,  so  they  ordered  Series  of  1902  plates  that  read  The 
First  National  Bank  ofRondout,  New  York  with  Kingston  in  script.  Once 
again  an  informal  title  change  was  affected  wherein  Rondout  denoted  a district 
within  Kingston.  The  bankers  still  did  nothing  so  when  the  Series  of  1929 
notes  were  printed,  the  Comptrollers  clerks  ordered  them  to  read  The  First 
National  Bank  ofRondout,  Kingston,  New  York.  Thus  they  revahdated  the 
informal  title  change  made  nine  years  earher.” 

The  Cornell  Steamboat  Company  was  involved  in  shipping  and  towing  on 
the  Hudson  Ikiver  and  at  its  peak,  it  was  the  largest  such  business  in  America 
with  over  60  ships  in  operation.

Neitherjames  A.  Haxby  nor  Q.  David  Bowers  have  any  record  of  a bank 
with  the  title  and  location  operating  during  the  note-issuing  period  ending  in 
1866.  This  plate  certainly  invites  further  research,  and  presents  an  unusual  and 
very  appealing  opportunity.  Likely,  this  may  be  one  of  the  very  few  artifacts 
remaining  from  this  obviously  ephemeral  institution. 

While  our  research  did  not  uncover  any  concrete  information  on  such 
a bank  in  Saratoga  Springs,  we  are  aware  of  a Bank  of  the  Republic  in  New 
York  City.  In  an  online  genealogy  for  one  WiUiam  Barnes  Bement,  we  find 
that  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1897,  he  was  a director  of  the  Bank  of  the 
Republic,  as  well  as  the  Sagamore  Hotel  Company,  located  at  Lake  George, 
New  York  where  he  maintained  a summer  home.  Lake  George  is  within  30 
miles  of  Saratoga  Springs,  and  may  indicate  that  a branch  banking  office  was 
located  there.  William  s eldest  son,  Clarence  S.  Bement  is  well  known  to 
nurmsmatic  historians  for  his  important  collection  of  coins  sold  by  Henry 
Chapman  in  1916  and  1918.

The  First  National  Bank  ofWestfield  was  the  first  of  three  note-issuing  Na- 
tional Banks  estabhshed  in  this  Chautauqua  County  town,  chartered  in  August 
1864.  F.B.  Brewer  was  the  first  president,  and  Levi  A.  Skinner  was  founding 
cashier  (in  1875  he  succeeded  Brewer  as  president).  It  was  also  the  first  to  close, 
having  been  liquidated  on  June  1,  1884.  Just  $220,000  was  issued  in  National 
Currency  from  this  bank,  and  only  four  specimens  are  listed  in  the  Kelly  Census 
today  of  the  $1,445  that  was  estimated  to  be  outstanding  as  of  1910.

The  Lancaster  Bank  began  life  as  Lancaster  Trading  Company  (Haxby 
PA-220),  and  enjoyed  a rather  long  period  of  operation  under  this  title  from 
1818  until  1856.  This  was  extensive  enough  for  the  bank  to  have  an  interesting 
history,  a few  comments  concerning  which  are  given  here. 

In  time  the  Panic  of  1857  took  place,  in  August  of  that  year,  by  which 
time  problems  had  been  brewing  for  quite  some  time.  It  is  not  as  well  known 
among  historians  that  times  were  also  dilFicult  for  many  banks  in  1855  and 
1856.  In  December  1856,  Banker’s  Magazine  printed  this: 

The  Lancaster  Bank,  with  a capital  of  $403,900,  and  circulation  about  $500,000, 
suspended  payment  on  the  1 5th  November,  in  consequence  of  a pressing  demand  for  specie 
in  payment  of  its  bills,  arising  from  the  refusal  of  the  banks  and  broken  of  Philadelphia  to 
take  the  bills  on  deposit.  Mr.  B.  C.  Bachman  resigned  the  presidency  a few  days  before 
the  suspension,  and  is  succeeded  by  Mr.  A.  Herr  Smith. 

Then  this  in  the  January  issue: 

Efforts  have  been  made  within  a few  days  to  reestablish  the  Lancaster  Bank  upon  new 
capital.  The  bill  holden  are  secured  by  the  liabilities  of  the  stockholden  for  the  debts  of 
the  institution.  Of  this  liability  the  Greensbuigh  (Pa.)  Hijhs  gives  the  following  statement: 
“The  corporate  stock  is  first  liable,  and  upon  failure  of  the  stock  to  pay  the  debts  of  the 
bank,  the  stockholders  are  individually  liable  to  the  note  holders  for  a sum  of  money  equal 
to  the  par  value  of  the  stock  held  by  them  respectively;  and  upon  failure  of  the  individual 
liability  and  stock  of  the  stockholders  to  satisfy  the  claims  of  note  holders,  the  stockholders 


for  one  year  preceding  the  failure  of  the  bank,  who  had  assigned  their  stock,  are  liable 
for  such  losses  as  happened  while  they  were  stockholders.  The  officers  of  the  bank  were 
required  to  swear  that  they  would  observe  the  laws  of  the  charter,  and  if  they  willfully 
violate  it,  it  was  made  perjury,  and  subjects  them  to  punishment  in  the  penitentiary.  A 
failure  to  redeem  the  notes  of  the  bank  in  gold  and  silver,  created  an  absolute  forfeiture 
of  the  charter,  and  if  the  transactions  of  the  bank  are  fraudulent,  the  directors  of  the  bank, 
whose  acts  occasioned  it,  are  liable  in  the  whole  amount  of  their  estates  for  the  payment  of 
the  debts  of  the  bank;  and  the  insolvency  of  the  bank  was  to  be  deemed  fraudulent,  unless 
it  should  appear,  upon  investigation,  to  be  “fairly  and  legally  administered.” 

Followed  by  this  in  the  March  1857  issue: 

B.C.  Bachman,  president  of  the  Lancaster  Bank  at  the  time  of  its  suspension,  has  been 
arrested  on  a charge  of  embezzlement.  David  Longenecker,  the  former  president,  has  also 
been  arrested  on  a similar  charge,  and  held  to  bail  to  the  sum  of  $24,000. 

The  Lancaster  Express  says:  “The  complaint  charges,  that  some  time  in  the  month  of 
March,  1856,  David  Longenecker,  then  president  of  the  Lancaster  Bank,  and  B.  Back- 
man,  cashier  of  said  Bank,  paid  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  the  money  of  the  Bank  to  the 
Lancaster  Savings  Institution,  on  the  notes  ofW.L,  Helfenstein,  which  notes  were  endorsed 
by  either  the  President  or  cashier  of  said  Bank  in  their  individual  name  or  names,  and 
other  Directors  of  said  Bank;  that  at  the  maturity  of  these  notes  they  were  presented  at 
the  Bank  for  payment,  and  were  directed  by  the  cashier  to  be  paid,  although,  at  the  time, 
Mr.  Helfenstein  had  no  funds  in  that  Bank  to  his  credit  to  meet,  them-thus  appropriat- 
ing the  funds  of  the  Bank  to  their  own  private  indebtedness  to  an  amount  exceeding 
$50,000,  The  complaint  further  charges,  that  the  said  David  Longenecker,  as  president 
of  the  Lancaster  Bank,  did,  at  various  times,  appropriate  the  funds  of  said  Bank  to  his 
own  individual  use  and  benefit,  and  also  that  he  loaned  out  sums  of  money,  the  property 
of  said  Bank,  without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  directors,  to  individuals,  without 
security,  and  which  have  been  since  lost  to  the  Bank.” 

This  was  the  end  of  the  bank.  It  did  not  live  to  suffer  in  the  Panic  of  1857, 
which  began  the  following  autumn.

The  Centennial  National  Bank  of  Philadelphia  was  charteredjanuary  19, 
1876,  and  closed  October  3,  1925.  The  name  is  derived  from  the  Centen- 
nial Exhibition  held  in  the  city  in  1876.  It  had  an  office  on  the  E.xposition 
grounds,  set  up  before  its  permanent  headquarters  on  Market  Street  near  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Station.  At  the  Exposition  it  held  an  exclusive  franchise 
to  conduct  banking  business,  and  invited  visiting  bankers  to  use  its  facilities 
to  telegraph  funds  and  instructions.  Just  over  S3. 6 million  in  National  Bank 
notes  were  issued,  and  today  just  21  pieces  appear  in  the  Kelly  Census.

The  plate  naturally  does  not  otFer  that  the  institution  was 
closed  October  7.  1928.  Only  24  notes  from  this  bank  appear  in 
the  Kelly  Census. 

Increasingly,  collectors  of  paper  money  find  that  "go  withs” 
can  considerably  enhance  the  appreciation  of  owning  bank 
bills.  Nearly  all  of  the  items  offered  in  the  ABNCo  Archives  are 
unique,  one  of  a kind,  that’s  it!  It  is  significant  to  remark  that  as 
a class  such  ephemera  are  so  rare  that  most  museums  do  not  have 
a single  e.xample.

The  tints  are  deeply  engraved, 
highly  ornate,  and  were  printed  on  the  notes  in  dark  green  ink, 
traces  of  which  remain  in  the  recesses  of  the  plate.  The  top  margin  is 
engraved  with  the  title  of  the  bank,  clearly  identifying  the  intended 
purpose  of  the  plate.  Unfortunately,  Haxby  catalogues  all  of  these 
notes  as  having  green  backs,  but  that  plate  is  apparently  lost  to  the 
ages.  The  original  paper  wrappers  are  included  for,  and  both  are 
mostly  intact  and  hand  labeled  as  to  the  bank,  denomination,  and 
type  of  plate. 

Mark  of  C.  Yeager,  Philadelphia  on  back  of  the  face  plate,  and  mark  of 
John  Sellers  and  Sons,  Sheffield,  England  on  back  of  the  tint. 

Roger  H.  Durand,  in  Obsolete  Notes  and  Scrip  of  Rhode  Island,  1981,  notes 
that  this  bank,  incorporated  in  1809,  had  an  unusual  clause  in  its  charter  that 
stated  that  its  directors  could  serve  on  no  other  bank  board.  When  banks 
rushed  to  reorganize  as  National  Banking  Associations  (official  term)  the 
directors  of  the  Bristol  Commercial  Bank,  also  known  simply  as  the  Com- 
mercial Bank,  dechned  to  do  so.  It  remained  a state  bank  until  it  became 
insolvent  and  closed  in  1869. 

As  a su^estion,  the  Durand  Interesting^  Notes  series,  such  as  Interesting  Notes, 
about  Denominations,  1988,  Interesting  Notes,  about  History,  1990,  Interesting 
Notes,  about  Territories,  1992,  and  Interesting  Notes,  about  Indians,  to  mention 
several  titles,  are  indeed  interesting  and  will  add  to  the  appreciation  of  bills 
in  your  collection.

The  Rhode  Island  Union  Bank  was  early  in  the  game.  Incorporated 
in  1804,  it  joined  relatively  few  other  institutions  in  business.  The  charter 
contained  a provision,  unusual  for  the  time,  that  the  directors  were  hable  for 
amounts  in  excess  of  their  stock  investment  if  they  violated  state  banking  acts. 
Later,  in  the  1830s,  similar  hability  was  extended  to  stockholders  and  direc- 
tors of  other  banks.  While  the  state  had  a few  frauds  (the  notorious  Farmers 
Exchange  Bank  of  Gloucester  collapse  in  1808  predated  such  rules),  by  and 
large  PJiode  Island  banks  treated  the  public  and  their  shareholders  well. 

The  bank  continued  under  state  charter  until  a relatively  late  date,  1881, 
when  it  reorganized  to  become  the  Union  National  Bank  (charter  2554).

The  First  National  Bank  of  Pawtucket  was  chartered  February  27,  1865 
and  was  liquidated  March  8,  1900,  after  which  time  it  was  absorbed  by  the 
Industrial  Trust  Company  of  Providence.  Stephen  Benedict  was  the  first 
president,  and  Olney  Arnold  occupied  the  cashier’s  desk.  Only  18  National 
Bank  notes  are  known  to  survive  from  this  bank  today.

This  included 
an  interest  in  using  cotton  scrap  from  textile  mills  to  produce  other  useful 
products  instead  ofletting  it  go  to  waste.  In  1861.  he  became  the  first  textile 
manufacturer  in  America  to  produce  worsted  braid,  and  once  this  operation 
became  fuUy  established,  he  boasted  in  his  advertising  that  he  was  the  largest 
such  braid  manufacturer  in  America,  producing  enough  to  bind  five  million 
dresses  per  year.

The  National  Bank  Note  Company,  estabhshed  in  1859,  is  treated  in  detail 
in  Dave  Bowers’  forthcoming  book,  Obsolete  Paper  Money  Issued  by  Batiks  in 
the  United  States  1782-1866.  The  currency  of  this  firm  exhibits  a particularly 
high  order  of  engraving  excellence.  Beginning  in  1861  it  landed  Federal 
contracts  for  paper  money,  along  with  the  American  Bank  Note  Company. 
Its  imprint  appears  on  Interest  Bearing  Notes  of  the  earliest  type,  authorized 
on  March  2,  1861.

9 x 1 1.25 
inehes.  An  example  of  a rare  class  of  plate  amongst  the  material 
from  the  archive.  Even  printed  sheets  from  plates  of  this  type  are 
very  rare,  and  highly  desirable.  This  is  the  second  such  steel  plate 
we  have  sold  from  this  firm.  The  other  example,  dated  January 
1 St,  1857,  was  included  in  our  August  1 1 th,  2006  sale.  This  piece 
is  highly  lustrous  light  steel  gr,ay,  once  nicely  polished  but  now 
showing  hairlines  from  cleaning,  along  with  a few  fine  scratches 
and  other  signs  of  handling.  Some  minor  oxidation  is  noted  near 
the  bottom  edge  of  the  plate,  and  to  an  even  lesser  degree  near  the 
center.  These  are  light  enough  however  that  they  could  be  cleaned 
and  neutralized  to  protect  the  plate  long-term.  Considering  the 
age  of  the  plate,  and  the  tact  that  the  steel  has  been  out  of  use 
for  over  150  years,  it  has  been  exceptionally  well  preserved.  The 
central  vignette  shows  liberty  crowning  a Federal  eagle  with  a 
wreath  of  laurel.  Each  corner  has  an  allegorical  figure,  including 
Athena,  and  representations  ofPeace,  Liberty,  and Justice.  Portraits 
of  young  girls  decorate  each  side,  with  extensive  floral  frames. 
The  piece  includes  a price  list  for  services  including  the  most 
expensive,  the  engraving  of  a bank  note  plate  on  steel  for  $500. 
Text  below'  the  price  list  is  as  follows,  in  seven  lines,  “Bank  Note 
Plates  engraved  by  us  only  upon  the  express  condition  that  they 
are  to  be  printed  by  us.  / All  other  Steel  or  Copper  Plates,  having 
Bank  Note  works  on  them,  engraved  by  / us  only  on  the  express 
condition  that  they  are  are  never  to  be  taken  out  of  our  posses-  f 
sion.  / Steel  Bank  Note  Plates  engraved  and  printed  by  us,  are  I 
warranted  to  give  / 30,000  good  impressions  before  and  25,000 
do.  after  retouching.  / Copper  do.  2,000  do.  before  and  1,500  do. 

/ after  retouching.” 

Considering  the  rarity  of  these  items,  in  concert  with  their 
exceptional  aesthetic  appeal,  beautifi.il  engravings  and  nice  sizes 
for  display  purposes,  they  are  probably  some  of  the  most  desirable 
pieces  in  the  archive.  This  piece  reveals  prices  charged  by  the  firm 
for  its  engraving  work  and  is  thus  usefi.il  for  research  purposes  in 
addition  to  being  an  interesting  historic  artifact.  Plates  such  as  this 


seem  so  special  that  we  think  it  likely  that  years  down  the  road,  our 
series  of  sales  will  be  looked  back  upon  with  much  wonderment. 
As  time  passes,  and  more  sales  are  held,  this  new  collecting  field 
will  become  better  understood  and  prime  pieces  such  as  this  one 
will  be  highly  prized,  but  probably  will  be  tightly  held  and  rarely 
offered  for  sale.  Regardless  of  the  price  this  commands  at  auction, 
our  suspicion  is  that  it  will  be  viewed  a bargain  in  only  a few  short 
years.  The  opportunity  is  now.

The  SS.75  interest  payment  was 
payable  in  Boston,  in  gold  coin,  for  si.x  months  interest.  The  back 
side  ot  the  roll  has  a second  similar  coupon,  but  with  the  denomi- 
nation missing.  This  side  shows  some  oxidation,  but  the  side  with 
the  complete  coupon  is  relatively  clean.

The  Eastern  Railroad  was  chartered  in  Massachusetts  in  1836,  and 
construction  of  the  rail  lines  began  the  following  year.  The  service  centered 
around  Boston  in  the  early  days,  but  soon  connected  with  other  New  England 


rounds  and  became  the 
first  connector  of  Boston 
with  Portland,  Maine  and 
recreational  areas  such  as 
the  White  Mountains.  It 
became  connected  with 
the  Boston  & Maine. 

As  a matter  of  fact,  in 
1872  a steam  engine  of 
the  Eastern  line  puffed 
into  Wolfeboro,  New 
Hampshire,  stopping  at 
an  especially  ornate  sta- 
tion that  is  still  a jewel  ofVictorian  architecture  today,  and  is  just  a short  walk 
from  our  office.

The  project  to  run  passenger  train  tubes  beneath  the  Hudson  Ifiver  was 
begun  in  November  1874  in  an  effort  to  connect  Manhattan  to  the  west  by 
a more  efficient  and  safe  means  of  mass  transit  than  the  ferries  that  had  been 
the  only  option.  The  project  would  see  several  failures  and  take  decades  to 
complete  due  to  suspensions  in  construction  in  1882,  and  m the  1890s.  The 
Hudson  and  Manhattan  Railroad  Company  was  formed  to  operate  the  trains 
once  the  tunnels  were  completed,  and  the  final  phase  of  the  construction 
resumed  in  1902  to  make  this  a reality.  By  this  point  the  plans  had  changed 
sever.al  times,  but  the  most  recent  ones  included  electric  rail  cars.  The  project 
is  estimated  to  have  cost  a total  ofS60  million,  and  the  first  tunnels  completed 
extended  5,650  feet.  The  first  train  passed  through  a completed  leg  of  the 
tunnel  system  on  January  4,  1908.

It  followed  shortly  after  the 
launching  of  an  identical  steamer,  Albany,  and  these  ships  claimed 
to  be  the  fastest  such  vessels  in  the  world.  They  also  claimed  to  be 


the  finest  for  passengers  only.  They  were  300  feet  long,  each  held 
1500  passengers,  and  each  had  an  orchestra  on  board  for  the  pleasure 
of  the  passengers  traveling  daily  between  New  York  and  Albany. 
Some  in  the  first  decade  of  the  20th  century  also  had  orchestrions, 
or  self-playing  orchestras,  featuring  instruments  made  by  Imhof& 
Mukle  in  the  Black  Forest  district  of  Germany.  After  a collision 
with  a tug  in  1908,  the  New  York  was  damaged,  and  while  docked 
and  undergoing  repairs  fire  broke  out  and  demolished  the  ship. 
The  plate  is  lustrous  light  steel  gray  with  some  deeper  golden 
brown  toning.  The  ship’s  title  is  visible  on  the  side  of  the  paddle 
wheel  casing.  An  inscription  below  the  vignette  reads  in  two  lines,

The  firm  was  in  the  business  ofbuilding  train  cars,  and  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad  owned  by  Vanderbilt  was  one  of  the  first  clients.  The  name 
was  changed  to  Wagner  Palace  Car  Company  in  1869,  and  though  it  had  an 
arrangement  for  a period  of  time  to  use  berths  made  by  the  Pullman  Com- 
pany, the  two  firms  were  in  competition  with  each  other  and  were  involved 
m more  than  one  court  battle.  In  the  end,  the  Wagner  Company  was  sold  to 
the  Pullman  Company,  January  1,  1900.

Life  insurance  organizations  are  known  to  have  been  in  operation  in  the 
American  colonies  in  the  middle  18th  cenmrv',  but  such  organizations  tended 
to  be  small  concerns  and  the  numbers  of  poHcies  sold  were  few.  This  began 
to  change  in  a big  way  after  100  years,  and  by  1850  just  under  50  hfe  insur- 


ance  companies  were  thriving.  Among  them  was  the  Mutual  Life  Insurance 
Company  of  New  York.  Founded  in  1842,  it  was  one  of  the  three  largest 
such  firms  in  1850,  and  it  shared  with  two  other  companies  over  half  of  the 
estimated  SlOO  million  in  policies  in  place  at  that  time.

industry  today.  They  were  the  first  to  pay  cash  dividends  to  policy  holders, 
the  first  to  issue  detailed  financial  reports  to  policy  holders,  and  encouraged 
women  to  have  their  own  policies  by  making  such  arrangements  available  at 
the  same  rates  that  were  charged  men.

Among  the  various  highlights  of  this  plate  is  the  script 
“redeemable  in  gold  or  current  bank  notes...”  The 
gold  provision  no  doubt  increasing  the  appeal  of  these 
bills  when  they  were  issued.  Two  subjects  on  the  plate 
are  for  12-1/2C  notes,  or  one  Spanish-American  real 
or  bit,  e.xamples  of  which  are  engraved  into  the  plate 
(Mexico  city  mint).  The  12-1/20  notes  from  this  plate 
are  catalogued  in  Russell  Rulau’s  reference,  Standard 
Catalogue  of  United  States  Tokens,  as  HT#Q186.  An  earlier 
note  dated  1837  is  also  catalogued.  The  original  paper  wrapper  is 
included,  with  the  name  Charles  Ridabock  hand-written  on  the 
front.  It  would  appear  that  he  was  the  proprietor  of  the  coffeehouse 
who  commissioned  this  plate.  The  back  flaps  of  the  wrapper  are 
severed,  but  included.

Construction  of  the  Tontine  Coffee  House  began  in  1792,  and  it  opened 
shortly  thereafter  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Wall  and  Water  Streets  in 
lower  Manhattan.  The  coffeehouse  was  built  by  a group  of  merchants  and 
businessmen  who  needed  a location  to  conduct  their  trades,  and  as  it  grew 
in  importance,  the  traders  recognized  the  need  tor  a more  formal  venue  and 
thus  organized  what  would  become  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange.  The 
Tontine  Coffee  Hose  is  an  integral  part  of  the  early  history  of  business  trade  in 
America.  By  1794,  coffee  houses  had  been  well  estabhshed  as  important  centers 
for  business  meetings  and  trade,  both  in  the  United  States  and  in  England.  It 
was  not  uncommon  for  shipping  and  other  merchants  to  not  keep  their  own 
offices,  so  coffee  houses  became  natural  meeting  places  as  the  popularity  of 


coffee  grew.  The  first  English  coffee  house  was  opened  in  London  in  1652, 
and  though  coffee  was  a relative  newcomer  to  London  at  this  time,  the  role 
ot  the  coffeehouse  as  a business  and  social  venue  grew  rapidly,  particularly 
around  the  Royal  Exchange,  the  center  ofbusiness  activity  in  London.  At  the 
Tontine  Coffee  House,  rooms  were  available  for  rent,  letters  were  collected 
for  ships  headed  for  Liverpool,  and  news  of  the  day  was  posted  for  those  who 
frequented  the  location.  Among  the  more  famous  patrons  was  Alexander 
Hamilton,  who  is  reported  to  have  discussed  dueling  with  a group  of  associates 
in  1804,  shortly  before  dying  of  a wound  sustained  in  such  a match  to  settle 
his  differences  with  Aaron  Burr. 

The  tradition  of  the  coffeehouse  is  firmly  implanted  in  American  society 
today.  From  centers  ofbusiness  in  the  18th  century,  to  important  alternatives 
to  saloons  during  the  temperance  movements,  to  venues  for  discussions  of  the 
changing  times  of  the  of  the  1960s,  with  folk  musicians  performing  protest 
songs  in  the  background,  to  the  modern  day  manifestation  known  by  names 
such  as  Starbuck’s,  with  locations  seemingly  on  almost  every  other  street 
in  Manahattan,  complete  with  internet  access,  the  coffeehouse  remains  an 
important  center  of  social  activity.

John  Jacob  Astor  was  born  in 
Germany,  the  son  of  a butcher,  and  of 
modest  means.  He  moved  to  London  as 
a young  man  to  work  with  his  brother  in  his  business  of  making  musical  instru- 
ments and  emigrated  to  America  as  soon  as  he  was  financially  able.  Shortly  after 
his  arrival  in  Baltimore,  he  became  introduced  to  the  promising  American  fur 
trade,  which  business  he  entered  early  on.  His  successes  are  legendary  today, 
and  by  the  time  of  this  passing  in  1848,  he  was  the  wealthiest  man  in  America, 
leaving  an  estate  valued  on  the  order  of  S20  million.  Astoria,  Oregon  bears  his 
name  as  does  the  Waldorf-Astoria  Hotel,  among  other  entities.

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Barnum  was  a very  communiry-niinded,  benevolent  individual  who  made 
great  contributions  to  the  citizenry  and  indeed  to  America  as  a whole.  Who 
will  deny  that  Barnum’s  circus  (“The  Greatest  Show  on  Earth”),  his  American 
Museum,  or  his  other  activities  did  not  contribute  to  the  enjoyment  of  average 
Americans  during  the  middle  part  of  the  last  century,  perhaps  as  Walt  Disney 
did  to  a later  generation  in  the  next  century? 

One  ol  the  cataloguers  (QDB)  read  Barnum’s  autobiography,  Stn{^les  and 
Triumphs,  years  ago  and  ever  since  then  has  had  an  appreciation  for  America’s 
best-known  showman.  The  book  reveals  that  Barnum  was  a hard-working, 
dedicated,  sell-made  individual  with  an  untamable  entrepreneurial  spirit. 
Many  ot  the  things  he  did  were  not  so  much  misrepresentation  as  they  were 
showmanship  or  whimsy;  however,  a line  between  the  two  is  hard  to  draw.  For 
example,  when  he  found  that  his  American  Museum  in  New  York  City  was 
becoming  overly  crowded  by  people  who  stayed  longer  than  they  should  have, 
he  erected  a sign  marked  “To  the  Egress,”  egress  meaning  exit,  although  most 
of  his  patrons  did  not  know  that.  Following  the  sign  in  the  hope  of  locating  an 
interesting  exhibit,  visitors  found  themselves  out  on  the  street! 

Historian  Arlie  Slabaugh  also  appreciated  Barnum  and  a two-page  spread 
in  his  United  States  Commcmoratwe  Coins  book  was  devoted  to  Barnum’s  life, 
concluding  thus:  “Barnum  is  buried  in  Bridgeport....  In  1883  the  Barnum 
Museum  of  Natural  History  was  established  at  Tufts  College  [Medford,  Mas- 
sachusetts] in  his  honor;  there  are  also  statues,  but  his  greatest  monument  is 
the  circus.  Don’t  you  see  that  sawdust  ring,  hear  the  calliope?” 

P.T.  Barnum  excited  America  and  Europe  with  many  attractions  including 
the  Feejee  Mermaid,  Joice  Heth  (an  aged  lady  who  claimed  to  have  cared  for 
George  Washington  in  his  infancy),  Jumbo  (the  huge  elephant  whose  name 
survives  today  as  an  adjective  denoting  large  size),  General  Tom  Thumb,  the 
pageant  of  Lalla  Rookh,  Jenny  Lind  (the  “Swedish  Nightingale,”  who  was  a 
relatively  unknown  singer  brought  to  America  by  Barnum  and  launched  on 
this  side  of  the  Atlantic  with  an  unprecedented  publicity  campaign;  overnight 
she  became  famous),  and  others. 

Barnum’s  career  had  many  setbacks,  the  “struggles"  mentioned  in  the 
title  of  his  life  story.  He  co-signed  a note  for  the  Jerome  Clock  Company,  an 
enterprise  that  became  defunct,  leaving  him  with  a large  obhgation,  although 
he  had  reaped  no  benefits.  As  a matter  of  principle  Barnum  eventually  repaid 
every  cent — a tribute  to  his  integrity. 

Numismatically  he  is  remembered  many  ways — the  1936  Bridgeport 
Centennial  commemorative  half  dollar,  many  tokens  featuring  Jenny  Lind, 
the  American  Museum,  and  other  Barnum  attractions,  and  even  the  White 
the  Hatter  encased  postage  stamp  with  its  Barnum  museum  address.

In  its  day  the  eponymous  Fifth  Avenue  Hotel  was  one  of  the  best  re- 
garded watering  places  in  New  York  City.  Wealthy  travelers  and  society  folk 
stopped  there,  and  now  and  again  their  doings  were  fodder  for  newspaper 
columnists.  Even  in  the  narrow  realm  of  banking  history  it  earned  many 
mentions.  Examples: 

On  December  21 , 1870,  notorious  burglar  and  robber  Chaunceyjohnson 


was  loitering  in  the  lobby  of  the  hotel,  eyeing  opportunities.  He  saw  a clerk 
take  a package  from  a guest  and  place  it  in  a safe  for  security,  this  being  the 
place  where  valuables  were  stored.  With  assumed  authority  he  went  behind 
the  counter,  at  which  three  clerks  were  busy,  and  took  from  the  safe  this  and 
several  other  packages,  but  upon  leaving  stumbled  over  a wastebasket  and 
caused  a commotion.  He  was  arrested  and  sent  off  to  the  state  penitentiary. 
By  this  time  he  had  robbed  the  Hatters  Bank  in  Bethel,  Connecticut  (see 
earlier  entry)  and  had  burgled  a tin  box  filled  with  bonds  from  the  Marine 
National  Bank  in  New  York  City,  not  to  forget  his  following  the  president  of 
the  Central  National  Bank  from  Wall  Street  to  his  office,  at  which  destination 
he  robbed  him  of  $125,000  in  bonds. 

The  Fifth  Avenue  Hotel  played  a cameo  part  in  these  items  in  Banker's 
Magazine, ]sinu^ry  1864,  reprinted  here  for  their  interest  and  also  because  of 
the  connection  with  the  American  Bank  Note  Company: 

The  Proi’idence Journal  states  that  the  Washington  County  (R.I.)  Bank  was  recently 
placed  under  injunction  at  the  instance  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  governor 
to  investigate  the  affairs.  A hearing  had  been  postponed  on  account  of  the  alleged  illness 
of  Mr.  Bannister,  president  of  the  bank.  In  the  meantime,  the  governor  learned  that  a 
large  amount  of  notes  were  in  the  hands  of  the  American  Bank  Note  Company,  New 
York,  and  on  Sunday  night  dispatched  his  private  secretary  to  that  city  with  orders  to 
secure  the  printed  notes  and  plates. 

A demand  was  made  on  his  arrival  there,  and  the  whole  were  delivered  over  to  him. 
There  were  bills  to  the  amount  of  $750,000;  many  of  these  had  the  signatures  of  the 
president  and  cashier  printed  (a  highly  unusual  procedure,  but  see  below]  in  a dangerous 
and  reprehensible  practice,  and  they  were  also  cut  and  trimmed  ready  to  be  pushed  into 
circulation  as  soon  as  they  might  be  received. 

A related  article  printed  the  bank  note  company’s  reaction: 

American  Bank  Note  Company,  New  York,  December  10,  1863. 

To  the  editor  of  the  Providence  Journal: 

Dear  Sir,-- As  you  have  connected  the  name  of  the  American  Bank  Note  Company 
with  the  “swindle”  of  the  Washington  County  Bank,  in  a manner  which  seems  to  me 
rather  ambiguous,  I beg  that  you  will  allow  me  to  state  what  the  company  did,  and  what 
it  did  not  do  in  that  matter. 

In  October  last  we  printed  a circulation  of  $60,000  from  the  plates  of  the  Wash- 
ington County  Bank,  and  delivered  them  to  W.D.  Bannister,  who  was  certified  to  me 
to  be  the  president  of  the  Bank,  by  its  late  President,  R.G.  Hazard.  After  these  $60,000 
had  been  delivered,  Mr.  Bannister  called  on  me  to  talk  about  printing  more  impressions 
from  the  same  plates. 

I suspected  from  what  he  said  that  he  was  intending  a great  fraud.  But  I saw  that 
if  I acted  under  my  suspicions,  and  declined  to  negotiate  with  him,  he  would  not  be 
prevented  from  carrying  out  Ins  plans,  as  he  could  take  his  plates  away  from  us  and  get 
them  printed  in  some  private  place.  So  I accepted  his  order  to  print,  and  learned  all  his 
intentions.  He  wanted  notes  amounting  to  $750,000  printed  from  the  plates!  These  notes 
were  to  be  printed  with  “greenbacks,”  and  were  to  have  the  signatures  ofW.D.  Bannister, 
president,  and  M.H.  Du  Plessis,  cashier,  stamped  on  them.  They  were  not  to  be  sent  to 
the  bank,  but  were  to  be  trimmed  and  packed  up  in  this  city,  and  to  be  sent  down  into 
the  Southern  states  for  circulation.  Mr.  P.C.  Doremus,  of  New  York,  was  introduced  to 
me  as  the  person  who  was  to  be  the  “circulating  medium”  in  this  city.  Mr.  Melancthon 
Bliss,  (no  relation  of  mine).  No.  68  Wall  Street,  was  also  represented  to  me  as  an  agent  of 
the  concern,  and  Mr.  George  N.  Ennis,  of  Richmond  Switch,  R.I.,  was  introduced  to 
me  as  a half  and  half  partner  vnth  Mr.  Bannister  in  the  business. 

Of  course  it  took  some  time  and  several  interviews  for  me  to  learn  all  the  facts, 
and  I was  to  say  nothing  about  them.  Tliis  was  the  strangest  part  of  all  to  me,  that  these 
people  should  suppose  that  we  would  keep  a confidence  with  rogues,  and  would  assist 
them  in  a scheme,  which,  if  successful,  would  not  only  swindle  our  soldiers  in  the  South 
out  of  $750,000,  but  would,  for  the  time,  destroy  the  circulating  credit  of  every  bank  in 
the  state  of  Rhode  Island. 

In  the  meantime  I had  written  to  H.C.  Cranston,  cashier  of  the  National  Bank 
in  Providence,  informing  him  that  the  Washington  County  Bank  proposed  to  give  us  a 
large  order  for  printing,  and  asking  him  if  it  was  all  right.  He  replied,  saying  that  the  bank 
was  entitled  to  issue  only  $32,000  in  notes;  that  he  thought  a sudden  addition  to  their 
circulation  might  be  contemplated,  but  advised  me  to  do  what  I had  already  concluded 
to  do,  in  order  to  bring  the  parties  to  justice. 

We  now.  after  a good  deal  of  delay,  made  preparations  to  commence  printing  the 
$750,000.  I required  Mr.  Bannister  to  pay  me  $700  in  advance  tow'ards  the  expense  of 
the  printing,  which  he  did.  All  was  going  along  apparently  very  smoothly,  when,  on  the 
third  of  this  month,  Mr.  Bannister  brought  back  to  me  $24,300  of  the  notes  of  his  bank, 
which  we  had  delivered  to  him  in  October.  These  he  wanted  us  to  number,  and  to  print 
on  them  the  signatures  of  the  president  and  cashier. 

As  I had  learned  from  Mr.  Cranston’s  letter  that  the  bank  was  entitled  to  issue  only 
$32,000,  and  as  they  had  already  obtained  from  us  $60,000,  which  was  $28,000  more 
than  the  law  of  Rliode  Island  allowed,  I thought  it  time  now’  to  act  on  my  suspicions, 
and  I resolved  that  this  $24,300  should  be  sent  to  Governor  Smith  instead  of  returned  to 
Mr.  Bannister.  These  notes,  numbered  and  signed,  were  to  be  ready,  and  Mr.  Bannister 
was  to  call  for  them  at  2 o’clock  on  Monday,  the  7th  instant. 

On  Friday,  the  4th  instant,  I met  at  my  hotel  my  friend.  John  B.  Palmer,  of 
Providence,  to  whom  I narrated  this  whole  alTair,  explained  my  plans,  and  asked  his 
counsel  and  assistance.  He  left  for  Providence  the  next  morning  (Saturday),  promising 
to  see  Gov.  Smith  that  evening,  for  the  purpose  of  having  an  officer  sent  on  in  the  mail 
train  ofSunday  night,  who  should  come  w’ith  the  authority  ot  the  State  to  take  possession 
on  Monday  morning  of  all  the  plates  and  impressions  of  the  Washington  County  Bank 
that  were  in  our  hands. 
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At  5 o\  kKk  on  Moiuiay  inornm^.  a note  was  slipped  under  the  door  ot*  my  room 
at  the  Fitth  Avenue  Hotel,  stating  that  the  Col.  Charles  E.  Bailey,  private  secretary  of 
tJov.  Smith,  hadjust  arrived,  and  wished  to  see  me  on  important  business  before  I went 
down  town.  Col.  Bailey  brought  letters  to  me  from  the  governor  and  also  from  the  bank 
commissioners  (C.  F.  Robbins  and  Charles  I lart),  authorizing  him  to  receive  from  this 
Company  all  the  bank  note  plates  and  impressions  of  the  Washington  County  Bank. 

.At  12  o'clock  ot  that  tlay  they  were  all  delivered,  and  in  the  hands  of  the  express 
company  on  their  way  to  Gov.  Smith.  When  Mr.  Bannister  called,  at  2 o’clock,  he  found 
that  his  bubble  had  burst. 

In  regard  to  the  $750,000  which  we  were  to  print,  and  which  you  state  were  printed 
by  us.  I have  to  say  that  they  were  not  printed.  But,  in  order  to  keep  up  a show  of  doing 
the  work,  we  prepared  tinted  sheets  for  about  $20,000  ot  it,  on  which  Mr.  Bannister 
expected  us  to  print  the  note  plate.  But  we  never  intended  to  print  it,  nor  to  do  anything 
which  should  aid  him  m carrying  out  this  stupendous  fraud. 

Now,  after  this  recital.  I think  it  is  proper  for  me  to  say,  that  if  it  had  not  been  for  the 
action  of  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  in  this  matter,  this  fraud  could  not  have  been 
stopped.  The  whole  plan  of  detecting  and  stopping  it  was  conceived  and  carried  out  by 
us,  without  the  knowledge  or  assistance  of  the  bank  commissioners  who,  it  seems  to  me, 
ought  to  have  known  something  about  it  themselves.  As  this  company  has  many  friends 
and  customers  in  Rhode  Island,  I have  felt  called  upon,  for  their  benefit,  as  well  as  our 
own.  to  write  you  this  letter,  which  do  me  the  favor  to  publish,  and  oblige.

Cornehus  (“Commodore”)  Vanderbilt  was  known  in  the  early  days  for 
his  filthy  ships,  Spartan  accommodations,  and  disregard  for  passengers’  inter- 
est or  safety.  Emphasis  was  solely  on  profits  to  be  made.  In  one  particularly 
memorable  eight-month  period  in  the  185()s,  three  of  his  steamers  were 
WTecked.  Many  complaints  about  his  poor  service  reached  print.  Historian 
John  Haskell  Kemble  commented: 

Vanderbilt’s  ships  maintained  a reputation  which  was  hardly  enviable.  They  were 
described  in  the  press  of  both  coasts  as  “floating  pig  sties,”  not  half  manned  and  badly 
provisioned,  and  their  owner  was  characterized  as  the  “Nero  of  the  sea.” 

Erik  Heyl,  another  marine  historian  of  renown,  echoed  the  sentiments: 

Some  exceedingly  bitter  denunciations  ofVanderbilt  and  the  filthy  conditions  of  his 
steamers,  the  poor  and  often  spoiled  food,  and  the  ignorance  and  insolence  of  his  captains 
and  crews  were  published  in  the  San  Francisco  daily  newspapers.  It  was  alleged  that  some 
of  the  Vanderbilt  captains  had  never  had  any  high-seas  experience,  but  had  been  ferry-boat 
captains  before  being  put  in  charge  of  the  Pacific  steamers. 

In  1853  Cornehus  Vanderbilt  stated  that  he  had  a personal  net  worth 
of  511,000,000  and  was  earning  an  annual  return  of  25%  on  that  figure.  By 


1858  he  was  worth  an  estimated  $20  million,  which  he  used  to  advantage  in 
the  burgeoning  field  of  railroading.  He  acquired  shares  in  the  Harlem  Rail- 
road and  the  Hudson  River  Railroad,  both  out  of  New  York  City.  Later,  he 
and  his  family  became  prominent  in  the  New  York  Central  Railroad,  from 
which  point  the  Vanderbilt  fortune  multiplied  many  times  over.  In  time  the 
Vanderbilt  reputation  changed  as  his  became  involved  in  many  charitable  and  S 
other  worthwhile  pursuits  and  various  family  members  became  pillars  of  high 
society,  along  the  way  constructing  mansions  (in  Newport,  ILhode  Island,  j 
and  Asheville,  North  Carolina,  among  other  places)  that  ecHpsed  much  of 
their  social  competition  in  the  Upper  400.  The  apotheosis  of  Commodore 
Vanderbilt  seems  to  have  begun  during  the  Civil  War,  when  he  was  honored  > 
by  Congress  for  his  1862  donation  of  a ship  bearing  his  name  to  the  Union  , 
cause.  In  1865  Salathiel  Ellis  cut  the  dies  for  a medal  depicting  him  on  the  |j 
obverse,  surrounded  by  the  inscription:  A GRATEFUL  COUNTRY  TO 
HER  GENEROUS  SON  CORNELIUS  VANDERBILT.  The  reverse 
depicts  Neptune  as  a woman,  kneeling,  with  a steamship  in  the  background.  1^ 
Later  historians  have  been  lavish  in  their  praise.  I'

He  had 
become  the  president  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  upon  his 
father’s  death  in  1877.

William  Henry  Vanderbilt  was  the  son  of  Cornelius  Vanderbilt,  the 
railroad  magnate,  who  had  felt  his  son  unqualified  for  a position  in  the  family 
company.  However,  given  the  opportunity  to  take  over  the  bankrupt  Staten 
Island  Railroad,  William  excelled  and  made  it  a highly  successful  venture  not 
only  saving  the  railroad  but  also  winning  the  respect  of  his  father  for  doing  so. 
As  a result,  William  was  made  president  of  the  New  York  and  Harlem  Railroad, 
and  later  successfully  took  over  the  presidency  of  the  New  York  Central  Rail- 
road upon  his  father’s  death  in  1877.  By  the  time  of  his  own  passing  in  1885, 
it  is  believed  that  William  doubled  the  already  vast  family  fortune.

“ STATUE  OF  LIBERTY  / Executed  by  M.  Aug.  Bartholdi  / 
Presented  by  the  French  Republic  to  the  People  of  the  United 
States.”  A superb  display  piece.

The  statue,  officially  known  as  Liberty  Enlightening  the  World,  was  the  work 
of  French  sculptor  Frederic  Auguste  Bartholdi  and  was  presented  to  the  United 
States  by  the  government  of  France.  Since  that  time  it  has  been  America’s 
most  visible  symbol  of  freedom. 

Conceived  by  Bartholdi  in  1865,  the  statue  was  planned  to  be  ready  for 
the  1776-1876  centennial  anniversary  of  the  United  States.  However,  by 
that  time  only  a small  part  of  the  work  had  been  completed,  and  Bartholdi 
had  to  be  content  with  exhibiting  just  the  hand  and  torch  of  Miss  Liberty  at 
the  1876  Centennial  Exhibition  in  Philadelphia.  This  element  of  the  statue 
proved  to  be  a sufficient  attraction  that  it  stayed  in  America  drawing  visitors 
untO  its  return  to  France  four  years  later.  In  1884  the  statue  was  completed  in 
Paris,  after  which  it  was  dismantled  and  shipped  to  the  United  States  in  214 
numbered  crates.  Erection  work  commenced  on  Bedloe’s  Island  in  New  York 
Harbor  and  was  completed  by  October  28, 1886,  when  the  Statue  of  Liberty 
was  dedicated  by  President  Grover  Cleveland.  In  1924  it  was  designated  as  a 
national  monument.

tee. / Joseph  W.  Drexel,  Chairman.  Parke  Godwin,  / V.  Mumford 
Moore,  F.A.  Potts,  / James  W.  Pinchot/ Wm.

Richard  Butler,  Secretary.  / Henry  F.  Spaulding,  Treasurer.  / New 
York.  July  1884. 

Though  the  committee  in  fact  included  hundreds  of  people, 
this  sub-committee  obtained  from  Congress  on  February  22, 1877, 
passage  of  a Resolution  providing  for  the  acceptance  of  the  statue 
and  its  future  maintenance.  As  with  many  projects,  the  initial  esti- 
mates were  low,  and  considerable  fundraising  efforts  were  required. 
Though  probably  shocking  to  readers  today,  the  project  was  not 
widely  embraced  by  the  American  people,  and  the  need  for  money 
to  construct  “New  York’s  lighthouse”  as  the  statue  was  referred  to 
by  some  opponents  brought  about  much  debate  and  disagreement. 
The  supporters  persevered  and  by  April  1885,  anticipation  of  the 
arrival  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty  had  reached  a high  level.  The  arm 
and  torch  had  been  an  attraction  at  the  1876  Centennial  Exhibition 
in  Philadelphia,  but  completion  of  the  statue,  done  by  Bartholdi 
in  Paris,  lagged.  At  the  ceremony  for  which  this  plate  printed  an 
invitation,  the  foundation  would  be  dedicated,  but  it  was  a matter 
of  18  months  until  the  colossal  figure,  formally  known  as  “Liberty 
Enlightening  the  World,”  rose  in  completion  from  its  pedestal 
to  overlook  New  York  Harbor  and  to  hold  her  lamp  “beside  the 
Golden  Door.”  The  formal  dedication  of  the  Statue  ot  Liberty 
was  on  October  28,  1886.  Today  it  is  probably  the  world’s  most 
famous  sculpture,  and  certainly  a long-standing  beacon  of  hope 
and  freedom  for  many  millions  ot  people  around  the  world.  This 
plate  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  important  historical  artifacts  in 
the  present  offering.

In  control  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail  Road  which 
was  created  from  the  two  separated  entities  of  the  same  names  in  1869,  Com- 
modore Cornelius  Vanderbilt  had  much  to  do  with  the  construction  of  the  first 
Grand  Central  Depot,  beginning  in  1869  and  completed  in  1871.  It  is  this  first 
Depot  that  is  depicted  in  this  engraving,  and  perhaps  the  Commodore  himself 
commissioned  the  work  to  promote  his  magnificent  new  structure.

For  a 
long  time  Macy’s  and  arch-rival  Gimbel’s  were  the  two  leading  department 
stores  in  the  city.  In  recent  years  the  name  Macy’s  has  been  attached  to  dozens 
of  stores  across  America,  the  result  of  corporate  acquisitions  and  mergers.

A relatively  modern  die,  this  plate  shows  the  fourth  Madison  Square 
Garden  complex  which  opened  in  1968.  It  is  promoted  as  the  “World’s  Most 
Famous  Arena,”  and  this  is  probably  more  a reahty  than  just  a simple  advertis- 
ing slogan.  The  Garden  has  been  host  to  a wide  array  of  famous  events  in  the 
worlds  of  sports  and  entertainment  over  the  years.  The  first  Madison  Square 
Garden  was  established  in  a structure  at  23rd  and  Madison  Avenue  which  had 
previously  been  the  passenger  depot  for  the  New  York  and  Harlem  Railroad. 
In  1871,  the  railroad  moved  to  the  current  site  of  Grand  Central  Station,  and 
the  former  home  was  sold  to  P.T.  Barnum,  serving  as  “Barnum’s  Monster 
Classical  and  Geological  Hippodrome.”  William  Henry  Vanderbilt  renamed 
the  site  Madison  Square  Garden  and  opened  the  arena  to  the  pubhc  in  1879. 
The  second  structure,  designed  by  famous  architects  McKim  and  White  and 
topped  by  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens’  Diana  sculpture,  was  at  the  same  location, 
and  was  in  use  from  1890  to  1925.  The  third  Garden  (1925-1968),  was  built 
at  50th  Street  and  Eight  Avenue,  and  the  present  structure  as  engraved  on  this 
die,  in  use  from  1968,  was  opened  at  Seventh  Avenue  between  31st  and  33rd 
Streets  atop  Pennsylvania  Station.

Inspired  by  the  London  Crystal  Palace  constructed  for  the  great  Interna- 
tional fair  held  there  in  1851,  the  New  York  Crystal  Palace  was  constructed 
as  the  central  exhibition  hall  for  another  great  international  fair  titled  the 
Great  E.xhibition  of  Art  and  Industry.  The  event  opened  July  14,  1853,  and 
the  grand  glass  and  iron  structure  with  a dome  100  feet  in  diameter  was  the 
very  centerpiece  of  the  event,  and  a landmark  of  American  architecture.  There 
were  5,272  exhibitors  in  the  building  from  all  over  the  world.  Alter  its  closing 
in  1854,  the  building  was  leased  out  for  various  events  and  conventions  until 
the  dry  of  New  York  took  over  the  property. 

In  the  October  1858  issue  ofHarper’s  Weekly,  in  the  “Monthly  Record  ol 
Current  Events”  column,  this  appeared: 

“The  Crystal  Palace”  in  New  York,  built  in  1853  for  the  “Exhibition  of  the  Industry 
of  all  Nations,”  was  burned  on  the  afternoon  of  October  5.  The  Exhibition,  it  will  be 
remembered,  proved  a pecuniary  failure,  the  stockholders  losing  their  entire  investment. 

The  Fair  of  the  American  Institute  had  just  been  opened  in  the  Palace,  which  was  filled 
with  objects  for  exhibition,  some  of  which  were  of  considerable  value.  Many  works  ot 
art,  sent  to  the  Exhibition  of  1853,  still  remained  in  the  Palace.  The  principal  of  these 
were  Thorwaldsen’s  colossal  group  of  “Christ  and  the  Apostles,”  and  Kiss’s  “Amazon 
and  Tiger.”  These  were  consumed  with  the  building. 

The  fire  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  work  of  an  incendiary,  and  a reward 
of  $3,000  has  been  offered  for  his  apprehension.  The  entire  loss  is  estimated 
a Hilly  half  a million  of  dollars,  besides  the  value  of  the  building,  which  cost 
$635,000,  and  might  probably  have  been  sold  for  a quarter  of  that  sum. 

This  inspired  New  York  City  coin  dealer  Augustus  B.  Sage  to  commission 
diesinker  George  H.  Lovett  to  create  a commemorative  medalet  showing  on 
the  obverse  the  Crystal  Palace  in  flames,  and  on  the  reverse  a notation  from 
Ecclesiastes,  “ALL  IS  VANITY.”  This  medalet,  elusive  today,  proved  to  be 
popular  in  its  time  and  launched  a series  of  historical  and  commemorative 
pieces  issued  through  1859.

The  third  Trinity  Church,  designed  by  architect  Richard  Upjohn,  was  built 
between  1846  and  1849  and  stands  284  feet  taU  at  the  intersection  of  Broad- 
way and  Wall  Street  in  lower  Manhattan.  In  operation  today  as  a fliU  church 
of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  New  York,  the  church  has  a long  and  illustrious 
history.  The  original  approval  for  the  Anglican  conmiunity  to  purchase  land 
in  lower  Manhattan  for  a new  church  was  granted  in  1696,  and  the  charter 
was  granted  by  King  William  HI,  in  1697.  The  original  building  completed  in 
1698  was  burned  in  1776  during  the  Revolution,  and  the  second  structure  had 
to  be  razed  after  damage  incurred  during  heavy  snowstorms  in  the  winter  of 
1838-1839  weakened  the  structure.  George  Washington  attended  services  at 
St.  Paul’s  Chapel  of  the  Trinity  Church  parish,  including  after  his  inaugura- 
tion in  1789,  until  the  second  church  was  constructed  in  1790.  The  various 
burial  yards  of  the  parish  include  the  remains  ot  such  illustrious  figures  as 
John  Jacob  Astor,  John  James  Audubon,  Alexander  Hamilton,  Robert  Fulton, 
Albert  Gallatin,  and  others.

Easily  one  of  the  most  visually  striking 
pieces  in  the  present  sale,  not  only  for 
its  size,  weight  and  beautiful  color,  but 
also  tor  the  engraver’s  skill  so  clearly 
seen  in  the  fine  work.  It  is  also  likely  the 
oldest  plate  we  have  seen  thus  far  from 
the  archive,  among  the  most  historic 
pieces,  and  one  whose  existence  will 
likely  be  a great  surprise  and  pleasure 
to  those  who  will  appreciate  it  best.  It 
is  a highlight  of  the  present  offering. 

The  metal  is  bright  orange-red  copper, 
satiny  and  lustrous,  with  a somewhat 
burnished  appearance  from  having  un- 
dergone heavy  cleaning  in  preparation 
for  printing  long  ago.  There  are  subtle 
tones  of  pale  rose  throughout,  with  rich 
browm,  violet  and  blue  toning  along  the 
edges  where  the  plate  has  been  most 
handled.  In  general,  the  plate  is  very 
clean,  particularly  considering  its  size, 
softness,  and  susceptibility  to  oxidation. 

Some  small  edge  nicks  are  seen,  and 
light  bends  are  noted  in  the  edge  near 
the  lower  left  corner,  but  none  are  too 
severe  and  none  affect  the  appearance  of 
the  plate  to  any  noteworthy  degree.  A 

handprint  at  the  lower  right  is  just  beginning  to  react  with  the  metal, 
but  could  be  cleaned,  and  otherwise  only  a couple  of  tiny  corrosion 
spots  are  seen,  which  all  could  be  treated  and  neutralized.  Surface 
scratches  are  seen  near  the  upper  right  of  the  plate,  and  elsewhere  to 
a lesser  degree,  but  again,  none  seriously  affect  the  aesthetic  quality. 
The  legend  at  the  lower  right  as  the  map  would  be  printed  reads  in 
eight  lines  as  follows,  “MAP  / OF  / The  Village  of  / LOCKPORT  / 
BY  / JESSE  P.  HAINES  / SURVEYOR / 1830.”  At  the  upper  left  are 
printed  the  references  for  “Flouring  Mills,”  “Saw  Mills,”  “Original  Lot 
Lines,”  and  “Ward  Lines.”  The  scale  is  also  given  as  “Four  Chains  to 
an  Inch.”  The  map  is  extensive,  with  every  lot  individually  identified 
by  number,  and  the  roads,  public  areas,  and  natural  features  all  labeled 
as  to  name.  The  Erie  Canal,  completed  just  a few  years  prior  in  1825, 
passes  through  the  center  of  the  village  and  is  clearly  identified,  as  are 
the  locks  and  topographical  features.  We  assume  that  the  surveyorjesse 
P.  Haines  drew  the  map,  but  we  are  rather  surprised  that  the  engraver 
did  not  leave  his  mark  on  a w'ork  that  must  have  required  many  hours 
of  carcftil  study  and  labor.  Unfortunately,  his  identity  may  never  be 
known. 

The  birth  of  the  village  of  Lockport  was  directly  brought  about  by  the 
proposal  of  the  Erie  Canal.  Though  first  suggested  in  1808.  the  canal  did  not 
approach  reality  for  several  years,  as  the  project  was  certainly  of  magnificent 
proportion  and  thus  it  required  considerable  debate.  DeWitt  Clinton,  the  former 
Mayor  of  New  York  City  at  the  time,  and  a long  time  lawyer  and  politician 
had  for  some  years  been  a strong  proponent  of  the  canal  project.  In  carefully 
making  it  a political  matter,  he  was  able  to  win  the  favor  of  the  people  of  the 
.state  which  contributed  greatly  to  his  election  to  the  office  of  Governor,  which 
position  he  held  from  1817  to  1823.  In  1816,  the  New  York  Legislature  passed 


an  Act  which  included  convincing  information  that  the  route  of  the  proposed  canal 
would  include  the  area  known  today  as  Lockport.  The  original  investors  in  the  land 
were  attracted  by  this  financially  promising  situation,  and  the  first  settlers  to  the 
area  were  a few  Quaker  families  from  Farmington,  New  York.  They  arrived  in  the 
area  and  were  faced  with  rough  land  covered  with  old  growth  forest  that  needed  to 
be  cleared.  This  was  the  beginning  of  what  would  become  Lockport.  One  of  the 
early  settlers,  a Quaker  by  the  name  ofjesse  P.  Haines  arrived  in  the  area  in  1818. 
He  is  credited  today  with  having  surveyed  and  mapped  the  original  layout  of  the 
village.  The  hand-engraved  copper  plate  that  printed  Haines’  first  map  of  Lockport 
is  the  one  offered  here.  Dated  1830,  it  was  completed  just  after  the  incorporation 
of  the  village  in  1829,  It  has  been  in  storage  in  the  archives  of  American  Bank  Note 
Company,  probably  without  any  use  since  the  firm  was  founded  in  1858,  and  perhaps 
even  longer.  As  with  all  of  the  plates  that  we  will  sell  from  this  vast  archive,  this  is 
the  very  first  public  offering  of  this  important  artifact.  However,  in  contrast  to  the 
vast  majority  of  the  pieces  we  will  present,  this  map  plate  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
history  of  a people.  An  artifact  intimately  tied  to  the  beginning  days  of  the  town  of 
Lockport,  but  perhaps  more  significantly  tied  to  the  success  of  the  Erie  Canal,  and 
thus  a direct  link  to  a marvel  of  engineering  that  helped  to  make  New  York  City 
the  center  of  business  and  trade  in  early  America  by  creating  a new  rapid  trade  route 
east  and  west  well  before  the  golden  age  of  the  railroad. 

The  stretch  of  the  Erie  Canal  through  Lockport  presented  a major  engineering 
problem  due  to  the  topography  that  required  a considerable  lift  for  the  ships  going 
through  the  canal.  It  took  a double  set  of  five  locks,  one  set  for  each  direction,  with 
each  of  the  five  locks  changing  the  elevation  by  12  feet  to  accommodate  the  60  foot 
difference.  These  are  visible  on  the  map  plate.  The  complete  route  of  the  Erie  Canal 
opened  on  October  26,  1825,  and  DeWitt  Clinton  traveled  through  the  impres- 
sive locks  at  Lockport  in  celebration  of  its  opening.  What  had  been  often  called 
“Clinton’s  ditch”  in  the  early  years  had  been  a success  during  the  long  construction 
phase,  but  this  was  only  a small  foreshadowing  of  the  successes  it  would  later  bring 
to  New  York  state.  It  was  perhaps  the  most  significant  contribution  of  it  time  to 
the  economic  growth  of  America.

DeWitt  Clinton  was  born  in 
1769  in  Little  Britain,  New  York.  He 
graduated  from  Columbia  College 
in  1786,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  and 
began  service  in  the  Law  as  a secretary 
to  his  uncle,  the  Governor  of  New 
York,  George  Clinton. 

His  political  ambitions  led  him  to  the  New  York  State  Legislature  from 
1797  until  1802,  at  which  time  he  was  elected  to  the  U.S.  Senate.  His  tenure  in 
the  Senate  would  be  short-hved  however,  as  he  resigned  to  accept  the  position 
of  mayor  of  New  York  City  in  1803,  an  office  he  would  hold  for  most  of  the 
next  12  years.

The  copper  frame  still  shows  much  of  its  earlier 
design,  and  it  is  clear  that  it  was  once  a multi-subject  bank  note  plate, 
with  much  of  two  subjects  remaining.  The  notes  were  $ 1 pieces  for 
the  Farmers  and  Mechanics’  Bank  of  Rahway,  New  Jersey.  Haxby 
NJ-475.  While  much  of  the  central  design  ot  the  notes  is  cut  away 
from  the  plate,  it  may  well  be  for  notes  catalogued  in  Haxby  as  G2 
or  G6,  both  hsted  as  SENG,  and  neither  illustrated.  The  plate  may 
have  been  used  to  print  one  of  these  issues,  or  perhaps  the  plate 
was  poorly  done  and  scrapped  before  it  was  ever  used.  This  we  will 
probably  never  know,  however,  it  is  clear  that  sometime  after  it  was 
scrapped  as  a bank  note  plate,  and  before  it  was  cut  down  for  use  as 
the  present  frame,  it  was  used  as  some  type  of  test  piece  or  practice 
plate  as  several  additional  engravings  are  seen  that  are  not  related  to 
the  original  design,  examples  being  the  words  “of  INDIANA,”  an 
ornate  letter  “B”,  and  other  artifacts  on  both  sides.  While  the  associ- 
ated bank  notes  are  reported  in  Haxby  to  be  by  Rawdon,  Wright  and 
Company,  or  Rawdon,  Wright,  and  Hatch,  the  frame  does  not  seem 
to  hear  any  engraver’s  imprint.  However,  “Warren  Manson  1928”  is 
scratched  near  the  edge  of  the  copper  plate,  perhaps  identifying  the 
date  of  the  framing  and  the  person  who  did  it,  though  this  also  will 
likely  remain  uncertain.  A neat  study  piece.

The  Farmers  and  Mechanics  Bank  of  Rahway  was  chartered  in  1828.  It 
did  fine  business  for  the  remainder  of  the  note-issuing  era,  despite  occasional 
annoyances  such  as  when  biUs  for  the  star-crossed  Farmers  and  Mechanics 
Bank  of  Pontiac,  Michigan,  were  altered  to  read  Rahway,  New  Jersey  (and 
also  a few  other  places).  Such  was  a disadvantage  of  having  a common  bank 
name,  no  problem  for  certain  others,  the  Pahquioque  Bank  of  Danbury, 
Connecticut,  for  example. 

Although  the  source  of  this  plate  precludes  it  being  a counterfeit,  for 
general  information  we  include  this  comment  from  Harold  L.  Bowen,  State 
Bank  Notes  oj  Michigan,  1956: 

The  plates  of  defunct  Michigan  banks  were  sold  to  counterfeiters,  who  altered 
them  at  will  and  urgent  warnings  appear  in  Bank  Note  Reporters,  such  as  this:  “The  $5 
Farmers  & Mechanics  Bank,  Easton,  Pennsylvania  is  a faithful  imitation  of  a dangerous 
affair  now  going  the  rounds  of  the  Banks,  as  may  be  seen  from  the  number  it  has  thus 
far  appeared  on.  It  once  belonged  to  a Michigan  Bank  ($5  Farmers  & Mechanics  Bank, 
Pontiac),  long  since,  however,  exploded,  and  has  recently  been  altered  to  the  following 
good  banks:  Village  Bank.  Massachusetts;  Smithfield  Lime  Rock  Bank,  Ikhode  Island; 
Farmers  and  Mechanics  Bank,  Flartford,  Connecticut;  Farmers  and  Mechanics  Bank, 
Rahway,  New  Jersey;  Farmers  and  Mechanics  Bank,  New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey; 
Farmers  and  Mechanics  Bank,  Easton,  Pennsylvania;  Fanners  and  Mechanics  Bank, 
Frederick,  Maryland.”

Safety  Funds  were  set  up  by  several  states,  most  famously  New  York.  Under 
this  system  all  banks  were  required  to  pay  into  the  fund,  which  could  be  tapped 
it  a bank  tailed  and  used  to  redeem  its  otherwise  worthless  notes.  The  idea  was 
fine  in  theory,  but  in  practice  if  there  was  a financial  panic  or  other  widespread 
problem,  the  funds  on  hand  usually  proved  to  be  insufficient.

The  Union  Bank  of  New  London  held  its  first  organizational  meeting 
on  February  10,  1792.  It  and  the  Hartford  Bank  were  both  chartered  in  May. 
Likely,  the  Union  Bank  was  in  business  by  earlyjune.  As  is  true  ot  most  banks 
of  this  state,  its  affairs  were  well  conducted.  During  this  era,  most  eastern  ports 
had  specialties  (whaling  for  New  London,  West  India  trade  for  Portsmouth, 
whahng  for  Nantucket,  etc.).  Times  were  good,  and  New  London  prospered, 
although  there  were  setbacks,  such  as  during  the  Embargo  Act  and  the  perilous 
times  of  the  War  of  1812.  On  May  20,  1865,  the  Union  Bank  ot  New  London 
became  the  National  Union  Bank  of  New  London.

Bearing  the  inscription  A.  Bechtler,  this  coin  was  made  by  the  son  of 
Christopher  Bechtler  (the  elder),  who  came  from  Germany  to  Rutherfordton, 
North  Carohna,  and  commenced  making  coins  in  1830.  Augustus  Bechtler 
shared  his  interests  and  abilities  and  was  a capable  assistant  to  his  father.  It  was 
said  that  Augustus  was  a large  and  handsome  man  who  enjoyed  company  and 
conviviality  and  who  numbered  hunting  among  his  sports. 

Following  the  death  of  the  elder  Christopher  Bechtler  in  1842,  the  busi- 
ness was  conducted  by  Augustus,  and  certain  coins,  as  here,  were  so  signed.. 
Augustus  apparently  continued  production  of  coins  for  a year  or  so  and  then 
was  succeeded  by  the  younger  Christopher  Bechtler,  the  nephew  of  the  original 
coiner.  Apparently  standards  of  honesty  and  quality  declined,  for  Director  of 
the  Mint  Robert  Maskell  Patterson  made  a report  which  stated:  “Assays  repeat- 
edly made  at  this  mint  showed  that  the  coins  thus  fabricated  [by  Bechtler]  are 
below  the  nominal  value  marked  upon;  yet  they  circulate  freely  at  this  value, 
and  therefore  it  must  be  more  advantageous  to  the  miner  to  carry  his  bullion 
to  the  private  rather  than  the  public  mint.” 

Augustus  Bechtler  died  sometime  prior  to  1847.  The  younger  Christopher 
Bechtler  moved  to  Spartanburg  in  the  early  1850s,  at  which  time  the  Bechtler 
coinage  was  discontinued.

The  Treasury  Department  was  the  sponsor,  with  the  coinage  su- 
pervised by  Augustus  Humbert.  In  the  same  year,  1853,  the  facilities  were  sold 
to  the  Treasury  Department,  later  remodeled,  and  in  March  1854  reopened 
as  the  San  Francisco  Mint.

The  reason  is  that  Proofs  were  readily  available,  and  as  at  the 
time  Proof  was  considered  to  be  a “better  grade”  than  Mint  State, 
Proofs  were  first  choice.  Today  and  for  some  time  in  the  past, 
numismatists  have  realized  that  Proof  is  a method  of  manufacture, 
not  a grade.  A Proof  coin  is  a different  variety  than  a circulation 
strike,  and  advanced  collectors  often  aspire  to  obtain  one  of  each. 
Throughout  American  numismatics  there  are  many  series  in  which 
gem  circulation  strikes  are  very  common,  but  Proofs  are  rare.  Con- 
versely, as  here,  there  are  other  instances  in  which  Proofs  come  on 
the  market  with  some  regularity,  whereas  high-grade  circulation 
strikes  do  not.

Over  a period  of  years  several  hundred  of  the  1926-S  pieces 
were  found  in  different  locations,  making  the  variety  rare  today, 
but  not  impossibly  so.
